1] After the usual summer stay at 
Weihalwel, HACS, Kent, flagship of 
the British China Fleet with Admiral

‘although there has been an overlap- 
ping of arrivals. Incidentally, WMS. 
Kent Is next on the lst for recom- 
‘missioning at Home, and a notable 
change will be seen in the near future 
when H.MS, Cumberland, in a new 
guise which gives her an aeroplane 
hangar ond half a deck cut away to 
provide compensation, arrives on the 
station from Home, 


NANKING CONVERSATIONS 


‘Tho pungent comment of “The 
‘Times” on the present Sino-Japanese 
situation comes as 0 powerful rein- 
forcement of the suggestions offered 
by this journal that moderato should 
be the direction written on the score 
of both participants in the forth- 
coming diplomatic duet. “The 
Times" made no bones about it, 
Japan, it declared, is following a 
policy’ which will result In war with 
China—an attempt to conquer the 
‘uneonquerable. As the ~ journal 
remarked, not a particle of evidence 
has been provided by the official 
Japanese inquiries into the recent 
outrages egainst Japanese subjects 
resident in this country which can 
support the belief that they are a 
result of anti-Japanese agitation 
‘sponsored by the. Nanking Govern 
ment or the, Kuomintang. The 
warning to both parties in the 
negotiations which have opened 
in Nanking with the call of Mr. 
Shigeru Kawagoe, the Japanese 
ambassador, on General Chiang Kai- 
shek, the chalriian of the Executive 
‘Yuan, is clear. War to China might 
mean the setting bock by a quarter 
of a century of the progress being 
‘made towards converting this country 
Into a modern state, with modern 
Industries and “an economic and 
political philosophy sulted to its 
stage in development. To Japan it 
might mean a process of “attrition 
which would sap the vitality of that 
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great nation to an almost fatal 
degree. The dongers to both parties 
in the negotiations must be fully 
realized by those who are about 10 
conduet them. Japanese reasonable- 
ness, met with @ real desire on the 
part of China to find a way out of 
the present impasse, can only react 
to the advontage of both countries 
Japanese unreasonableness is likely 
to create alarm in other countries 
‘over the safely of thelr investments 
in China and the prosperity of their 
traders, and to allenate still further 
those elements among the Chinese 
who are willing to consider a rational 
way out of the present muddle, 
‘without too much insistence upon 
Hghts eld” down’ by. international 
law. It would be a thousand pities 
it anyone should commit hari-Kiri 
over a problem which might easily 
bbe solved with an ounce of restraint 
‘ond common sense. 


LORD ROTHERMERE 


Lord Rothermere's visit to the Far 
East at this critical juncture in the 
history of Sino-Japanese relationships 
‘Ought to result in conveying 10 the 
British public a more realist concep- 
tion of the situation than has yet 
‘been possible owing to the diMeutiles 
obscuring the issues. Lord Rother 
mere is @ passenger on the Empress 
of Japan touching hore-and bound for 
Hongkong before paying a return 
Visit to Japan. In’ another column 
will be found a frank exposition of 
his views and his belief that’ the 
Japanese Government will not be 
Yound unreasonable in ‘settling the 
outstanding issues. He also makes 
important reference to Britain's in- 
terests in this part of the world and 
to the | modification ia " Japanese 
policy which would have occurred 
hhad the Anglo-Sapancse alliance been 
continued. As chief proprietor of the 
“Dally Mail" the "Daily Mirror,” the 
“Evening News" and other London 
newspapers, he is in a position to 
bring an extensive knowledge and 
experience of world problems to beat 
on his analysis of the Far Ensters 
problem which is fraught with such 
rave possibilities should diplomatic 
negotiations collapse, and his views. 
merit Important consideration in the 
light of the conferences which are 
to be held in Nanking. Incidentally, 
Lord Rothermere is not the first of 
the distinguished family which built 
up this chain of great London news- 
papers to visit Shanghai, His elder 
brother, the late Lord Northeliffe 
visited ‘Shanghai ond China shortly 
before his death in 1922. 




















BRITAIN AND CHINA 


In view of the statement made by 
‘Mr. Neville Chamberlain, the Chan- 
eelior of the Exchequer, as to the 
{Good effects of the mission headed by 
[Sir Frederick Lelth-Ross, chief eco- 
romle adviser to the British Govern- 
‘ment, to the Far East to inquire Into 
‘the financial and economle position 
‘of China, it Is to be regretted that 





out here. Sir Frederick was not, of 
course, upon any offielal mission to 
advise’ the Chinese Government; he 
‘was here to make a report to his own 
government, and there therefore 
exists no right to ask for any fur- 
ther Information than has already 
been vouchsafed. That the result of 
the mission has been to confirm Sino- 
British friendship eannot be doubted, 
It has proved Britain's sincere and 
impersonal interest in the welfare of 
this country. The Chinese reaction 
to Mr, Chamberlain's statements. has 
naturally been favourable. ‘There ha 

‘been most remarkable progress in the 
{internal reconstruction of the country, 
‘The progress has been delayed, and 
has often proved to be abortive, by 
the interference of offielsls who, it 
they wore treated rightly, would have 
been dismissed by an ordinary gov- 
Jernment long ago. But China's is not 
Jan ordinary government. It is one 
‘which has ‘been saddled with the 
task of putting into order a condi- 
tion of chaos which would have ap- 
palled most other nations. ‘The Chin- 
‘ese reaction to Mr. Chamberlain 

statement is generally favourable. 
But reactions to pronouncements by 
forélgn statesmen in this country are 
proverbially slow: there is an un~ 
justifiable foeling that there ss "more 
im this than meois the eye." Chinese 
woul ubledly prefer to sce steps 
faken to ensure that thelr financial 
reforms were carried out without in- 
terference, to statements made at 
party conferences which indleate the 
the majority of any one foreign na- 
tion is sympathetic. with thelr ob- 
sectives.

GAMBLING IN JAPAN 


‘The lengths to which the Japanese 
authorities go to suppress gambling 
among their people sometimes appear 
lightly ludicrous to the average 
hhon-Japanese, An excellent example 
Js the recent movement to ban bets 
fond wagers on golt courses through= 
‘out the country, this extending: to 
wagers for golt' balls, or to dieing 
In the elub houses, A’ casual survey 
fof the country would appear to In- 
Aicate that these strenuous efforts 
fare unnecessary, for the Japan: 

‘apparently are more free of the in- 
stinct to gamble than the majority 
of the world's people. Games of 
ehanee and skill have been known in 
Japan sinee its earliest history, and 
sport, eapecially the more martial 
variely, has held a big place in the 
customs of the people. The sadaling 
‘of these sports, no matter how epecta- 
cular, with the side issue of betting, 
didnot scom to oceur to sportsmen 
through the years. Even the islands! 
close "proximity ‘to China, where 
gembling has such a hold’ on the 
people, did not seem to affect Japat 

Tt was not until the Influx of modern 
ideas that it became a problem, It 
was then discovered that, however 
quiescent it may have been, the 
gambling instinet was very strong in 
the Japanese, So avidly did thoy 














turn’ “fo the many forms of 
wagering, os they do here in 
Shanghal' and elsewhere in the 


world where organized ‘means 
of betting exist, that the authorities 
Decame alarmed and set out to sup- 
press these means wherever they 
cropped up. In this they have been 
very successful. Even at race tracks 
only “3. very limited pari-mutuel 
system is allowed, and this Is 20 
restricied that it holds ttle 6r no 
Appeal to hardened punters. All 
gambling is against the law, and this 
same law. permits of individuals’ 
homes being raided without warrants, 
should there be suspicion of gambling, 
‘On cceasions, this has been embar- 
rassing for ‘many foreigners, who 
hhave been rudely disturbed In thelr 
homes or thelr clubs when playing 
‘quiet games of bridge or whist. Prac- 
tically minded, offeial Japan has been 
tolerant of the foreigner and allow- 
ed him, within reason, to continue 
the eusioms brought from his home 
Jand, Zealous junior officials cannot, 
however, always be held completely 
In cheek, “Wherever Japanese aro in 
contact with foreigners gambling is 
Figorously suppressed, in order that 
the people of the country may not bo 
tempted to follow the lead of the 
visitors. This accounts for the fact 
that there are few political disturb 
ances over the problems which

Gen. Chiang Gives Basis for Negotiations: Sincerity 
Impresses Japanese Envoy 


SINO-JAPANESE ISSUE EXCHANGES 


Nanking, Oct. 8. 

Gen. Chiang Kab-shek, ‘President 
of the Executive Yuan, received Mr. 
S. Kwagoe, Japanese Ambassador to 
China, at 10 am. to-day ot his om- 
clot" residence. The conversation 
‘was carried on with Mr, Kao Chung- 
Wu, | Direotor of the Department of 
Asiatle Affairs of the Waichiaopu, and 
Mr. Tozo Shimidzu, First Secretary 
‘of | the Japanese Embassy, as inter- 
preters, 

After a preliminary exchange of 
greetings, Mr. Kwagoe proceeded to 
express, in detail, his opinion on 
the future of Sino-Japanese relations 
and thelr bearing on the general 
East Asian situation. “He stated that, 
in view of the intimate relations 
existing between China and Japan, 
immediate steps should be "taken 
through mutual help and co-opera. 
tion to work for the stability .of 
peace in Bast Asia and for the wel 
fare of the two countries, It ‘was 








unfortunate, the “Ambassador con- 
Unwed, that during the past few 
yeurs ‘incidents .had: happened to) 


eause misunderstanding and mis- 
apprehension between the two coun- 
tries, “Tt was now up to the two 
partfes concerned to do their utmost| 
to'remove the obstacles in the path| 
of friendship, and to promote co- 
‘operation that was mutually bene- 
ficial, 
Absolute quality 

In reply, the Generalissimo also 
‘expressed ‘his opinions in regard to 
the readjustment of "Sino-Japanese 
relations. In general, he sald that, 
from the standpoint of the general 
situation in East Asia, a fundamen- 
tal readjustment "of ‘relations be- 
tween the two countries was most 
essential to-day. What China de- 
sired was primarily freedom trom 
encroachments upon hor territorial 
integrity, and respect for her sovereign 
rights and administrative integrity. 
Therefore, he maintained that’ dis 
cussions of all the outstanding prob- 
Jems between China and Japan 
should be based on the principle of 
absolute equality and mutual respect 
for each other's sovereign rights, as 
‘well as {erritorial and administrative 
integrity, and he believed that. such 
discussions, carried on through diplo- 
matic channels in an atmosphere of 
calm and friendliness, certainly would 
vesult in a satisfactory readjustment 
Of the relations between the two 
countries, 

Speaking of the unfortunate in- 
cldents, which recently occurred, 
Particularly those in Chengtu and 
Palthol, in. connection with which In- 
vestigations already have been com- 
pleted, Gen. Chiang intimated ‘that

Kawagoe that discussions on diploma- 
tie questions were to be continued 
between the Foroisn Minster, Gen, 
Chun, and the Japanese Ambassador, 
stating that the: views of the Foreign 
‘Minister were views of the Chinese 
‘Government.

channels on a basis of equality, in 
order to remove all past differences 
‘and dispel the threatening clouds on 
the political horizon, Manlcind 1s nat- 
urally endowed with feeling. Tt is, 
therefore, possible to resolve all dim- 
culties through an altitude of sincer- 
ity, I issued.a statement concerning 
Japan when T went ty Szechuen last 
‘spring. T maintained then that, if one 











party were to show sincerity, the 
other party would sooner or ‘later 
respond in the same spirit.

CHINA ELECTED TO 
LEAGUE SEAT 


Dr. F. T. Cheng Made the 
New Hague Court Judge 


Geneva, Oct. 9. 
China has been granted a ‘non- 
permanent seat on the Couneil of| 
the League of Nations, receiving 1 
out of 52 votes at the meeting of the 
Assembly yesterday afternoon. ‘The 
other non-permanent seat was ac- 
corded to Latvia, with 49 votes. 

In addition, Dr. Cheng Tien-hsi, 
Chinese nominee, Dr. Maney 0. Hud- 
son, of the United’ States, and M. 
Hammarskaold, of Sweden, were 
named as judges of the International 
Court of Justice at The Hague. Dr, 
Cheng’s candidacy was unanimously 
approved by the Counell, and was 
kiven 30 votes by the Assembly. 

Prior to the election of China to 
the League Council, the question of 
her re-eligibility was passed upon. 
and agreed to by 48 volces against 
two. This action was necessitated. 
since China was actually a non- 
permanent member two years ago, 








arose following the Chengtu affair 
‘and voleed the hope that such in- 
cldents would not recur, Gen. Chiang 
further stated that he wished to soe 
the relations between .the two cou 


tries readjusted, according to diplo- 


matic practice, in a spirit of mutual 
‘concession and equality. 

“In reply, Mr, Kawagoe remarked 
that the Chengtu and other successive 
ineldents were mot simple cases of 
assault, but were events of a char- 
acter that would have serious reper- 
cussions on the relations betwesn 
China and Japan. In view of this 
fact, the Ambassador stated, he hoped 
the National Government would show 
ls good faith In dealing with the 
settlement of these eases, so that both 
‘nations might co-operate toward, 
their common goal of establishing 
peace in the Orient by means of 2 
Feadjustment of their mutual rela 
tions, “Gen. Chiang concurred in this 
view? 





Gen. Chiang’s Fervour 

Emerging from the meeting, Mr. 
Kawagoe told the press that he was 
struck by’ Gen. Chiang’s fervour in 
striving to find a way out of the 
crisis, as well as in seeking a general 
readjustment of Sino-Japanese rela~ 
tions, “The impression I received,’ 
he addod, “is that we can trust Gen. 
Chiang’s ‘sincerity in his efforts’ to| 
solve the Sino-Japanese problems. I 
intend, however, to seek more tangi- 
blo demonstrations of this sincerity 
in the acts pf the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and also to do my best for the 
‘establishment of peace in the Far 
East, to enable both China and Japan| 
to advance towards their common 
foal 


‘Mr. Kawagoe said that concrete 
problems affecting Sino-Japanese re- 
lations would be discussed with the 
Foreign Minister, but added that the 
dates of these meetings had not yet 
been agreed upon. Speaking of his 
co-nationals, the ‘envoy said the; 
hhave a tendency to pin a good or bad 
label upon every problem, . “Things, 
cannot be settled that way,” he re- 
marked. "Sino-Japanese "relations| 
aro vory complicated and both sides 
hhave much to say to each other 
intend to push the negotiations grad- 
vally to find ‘the solution. 

‘Three hours after the interview, 
officials of tho Japanese Embassy. 
‘agreed, at an cmergency meeting, 
presidd over by Mr. Kawagoe, to pin 
faith “upon Gen, " Chiang's’ pro 
fesslons of his sincore desire to solve 
the impassé. ‘The decision immediate- 
ly was cabled to Mr, Hachiro Arita, 
Foreign Minister, with a request for 
‘an authorization ‘to continue the con- 
versations. Present at the meeting 
were the Consul-General, Mr. Yakl- 
chiro Suma; Mr, Motoki ‘Matsumura, 
‘Third Secretary; ‘Major-Gen. Seiichi 
Kita and Rear-Admiral Osamu Satoh, 
respectively Military and Naval 
‘Attaché; Lieut.-Colonel Tatsumi Ama- 
miya and Lieut.-Commander Saburo 
Nakahara, respectively Military and. 
Naval Resident Officers here—Domel. 

Favourable Reaction 


Nanking, Oct, 9. 

‘Negotiations between the Japanese 
Ambassador, Mr. S. Kawagoo, and 
the Chinese Government for a read- 
Justment of Sino-Japanese relations 
‘will remain in suspension for a 
further few days, until after to-mor- 
row's celebration of the Double 
Tenth. “While both Chinese and 
Japanese authorities are reticent con- 
‘cerning the outcome of yesterday's 
conversation, a distinct -tmosphere 
‘of optimism’ has replaced the gen- 
eral gloom which prevailed before 
the Chiang-Kawagoe meeting. Tt is 
now practically certain that, as soon 
‘as the Double-Tenth celebrations are 
over, Mr. Kawagoe will resume dis- 
cussions ‘with Gen. Chang Chun, the 
Foreign Minister. ‘The date for their 
next meeting has not yet been fixed, 
but it is probable it will be either 
October 12 oF 13. 

Gen. Chiang Kai-shek is not ex- 
pected fo stay in the capital for any

CHINA NOW “NO LONGER DISUNITED” 


Generalissimo Says Nation Capable of Setting Own 
House in Order: Wants Chance 


Nanking, Oct. 9. 


GCQTHINA is capable of doing. great deeds by her own efforts,

‘Choosing “China's Unification and 
Reconstruction” as the theme of his 
National Day greetings, Gen, Chiang 
calls the attention of all’ foreign 
friends to the fact that “China to-day.

At present, he say8, 
Communism is no more a real menace 
to China, 

‘Outlining the rapid strides achieved 
by the Government in various flelds 
of endeavour, Gen. Chiang emphasizes 
that, “against great odds, China is 
forging ahead in the execution of 
her programme of national recon- 
struction, Nor is it in economic re- 
‘construction alone that China has: 
made progress, Great efforts are also| 
being made to improve the eMiciency 
of public. administration, promote 
Public health, enforce compulsory 
‘education, and to bring about finan 
lal reforms.” 


Known, Not Understood 


‘Tho Generalissimo's full message 
follows:— 

‘With the introduction of steamships 
railways, wireless and airplanes, in- 
ternational relations have steadily 
undergone vast changes so that what} 
takes place in ono country is. soon 
broadcast and known in all others. 
It has often been rightly pointed out| 
that, if peoples have more infotma- 
tion'about China now, they have also 
more misinformation; belter known 
is China, but not better understood. 

From ‘the very start of her Re- 
publican career, China has striven to 
secure national unification within and. 
international equality " without, a 
justifiable aspiration that is inherent. 
in any’awakening nation, Issues in- 
volved jn this transition from the 
old to the new order, based on the 
new conception of national and social 
life affecting her home, government, 
‘and interested foreign Powers—have 
five birth to ‘such an unusually 
complicated ituation within the 
country that an impartial and objec~ 
tive Judgment from outside is not. 
‘only dificult but almost impossible. 

‘Thus, China's struggle for real 
national existence and. for modern 
latehood has more often than not. 
been misinterpreted, deliberately or 
otherwise. Even to-day, China 1s still 
‘boing denounced in certain quarters 
‘as a highly chaotic nation, incapable 
of exercising its administrative au- 
thority, unable to maintain peace and 
order ‘within its territory. 


A Claritying Message 

‘This misunderstanding on. the part 
of, certain people has caused some 
Powers to withhold sympathy for 
China's endeavours, thereby nullify- 
ing much of her efforts to overcome, 
the diftculties which long ago the 
rule of the Manchus had left behind. 
‘As T am requested to give a short 
message to the English-reading public 
both here and abroad to commemar- 
ate the twonty-fith anniversary of 
‘our Republie, T think I ean choose on 
this great day of national rejoicing 
no better topic than “China’s Unifica-. 
tion and Reconstruction,” with a view 
to. clarifying whatever misunder- 
standing there still exists concerning 
China, 

‘The first point to which I call the 
attention of all forelgn friends is that 
China to-day is'no longer a disunited 
country of the past years, For more 
than half a century before the found- 
ing of the Republic in 1912, there 
iad been a steady weakening’ of the 
Central authorities ond a tendency 
foward provincial autonomy, ‘This 
tendency then prevailing for the pro- 
vinelal governments to defy the 
Central Government's control was 
‘accompanied by tho rise to power of 
military commanders, whose selfish 
ambitions for more power repeatedly 
ed to conflict with rivals or the Gov- 
ernment forees, resulting in misery 
‘and disaster for the people. In 1927,

Mr. K, Kuwajima, the director of 
the Far Eastern Affairs Bureau of 
the Japanese Foreign Office, is in 
Nanking to convey to Mr. Shigeru, 
‘Kawagoe, the Japanese ambassador, 
what Japanese describe as, 
‘Tokyo's “last word” on the negotia- 
tions to be opened between China 
and Japan for settlement of the 
numerous issues outstanding be- 
‘tween the two countries, ‘The term 
“ast word” Is, perhaps, a little un- 
ortunate, if itis genuinely intended 
to open negotiations. ‘The “frst 
werd” would have been better. For 
‘to begin a discussion with the object 
‘of settling differences in’a friendly 
manner by stating forthwith that 

fapan intends to have this or that. 
‘and there {s the end of it, is to 
deprive the discussions which will 
be held in Nanking of all the ele- 
ments of negotiation. The word 
negotiation is defined in the Oxford 
dictionary as, among other things, 
“the action of getting over or round 
some obstacle by skilful mancouvr- 
ing.” The presentation of “last 
words" at the beginning of conver- 
‘satlons often has the unhappy result 
‘of-preventing the conversation con- 
tinuing, or at any rate, making it 
something too one-sided to be of 
value, General Chiang Kai-shek Is 
bback in the capital and his presence 
should make matters miich easler 
all concerned. ‘The Japanese 
tion that he should personal- 
sume charge of the negotiations 
idly likely to,be pressed, since 
there is a recognized and accredited 
minister who is fully qualified to 
talee over the task and can give it 
more: attention than General 
‘Chiang, who has a number of other 
things to occupy him. General 
Chiang has varied and multifarious 
luties, not the least of which is to 
‘guide ‘the internal rehabilitation of 
the country, Much effort has: been 
‘expended in this direction, but it 
is liable to be wasted if it is al- 
lowed to slack off for a moment. 
Forelgn relations are also of vital 
importance, and General Chiang is 
thus placed in the position of a 
jumgler who must keep two balls 
in the air at the same time, of 
stand by and see disaster overtake 
his country. Disaster in this land 
could only mean one thing—disaster 
to its neighbours. And Japanese 
statesmen are aware enough of this 
fact to discourage the efforts of 
their military and naval extremists 
to insist upon General Chang. 
Chun's being supplanted by his 
superior. 

‘There seem to the outside 
‘observer to be fundamental dif- 
ferences between the points of view 
of the two nations who are about 
to Begin negotiations to restore 
thelr friendship. On the Japanese 
side there is a recognition of the 



























importance of China in Japan's in- 


dustrial expansion, both as a 
market and as a source of raw 
materials, China has the people 
who can buy Japan's products; it 
has the land on which the materials 
from which those products ave 
made can be grown. It has 
minerals which are at present be~ 
ing exploited properly only by for- 
eigmers. The other mineral 
ventures bear only too plainly the 
stamp of inefficiency put on them 
by Toca) official blundering oF 
greed. There ure many strategic 
Advantages which friendship with 
China can give Japan, and many 
dangers which ill-will between the 
two countries can threaten, ‘The 
Chinese cannot forget the selzure | 
of Manchuria and the formation 
of the state of Manchoykuo.. En- 
croachments. in North China, at- 
tempts to creste an autonoinous: 
state there first by force and then 
by economic pressure, are still too. 
recent to be overlooked. Japan 
has special interests in North Chin: 
any state similarly geographically 
situated would also have special 
interests. But can China -forget 
‘that it was Japan's claim to special 





interests in Manchuria that led to! 


the alienation of those prosperous 


Provinces from the republic? Are 
not the Chinese within their rights 
in belie suspicious of Japanese 
overtures for friendship, when 
events occurring between the two: 
nations in the past have been so, 
unfortunate for her? And, when 
‘Japanese statesmen are offering to| 
shake hands and let bygones “be 
bygones, there appear men behind. 
them with their gans trained on 
the victim of friendliness, can it 
be wondered at that there is a 


certain amount of hesitation in 
accepting thelr bona fides? 
‘The incidents which "have! 


obscured the real issues between 
the two countries should be reduced 
to thelr real proportions. .‘They| 
fre ineidents—horrible and brutal 
murders, regretted by every 
civilized’ being—but hardly sufl- 
clent in themselves to intervene 
‘between two nations honestly seek- 
ing to restore lost friendship and 
co-operation. Their implication — 
the threat tothe life and property 
of all Japanese subjects in China— 
is not minimized; but the fact re- 
mains that they are, comparatively 
speaking, unimporant beside the 
Jarger issues. ‘They are symptoms| 
‘and not the disease; and it Is the| 
disease which calls ‘most urgently 
for cure. Japanese statesmen and 
the Japanese press have during the| 
last few days been looking deeper 
than the surface demonstrations for | 
remedies of the situation. ‘They 
‘emphasize that the cure is the 
eradication of anti-Japonism among 
the Chinese people, ‘They believe 
that anti-Japanese education and 
propaganda sponsored by the 
Chinese Government is responsible. 
‘The genuineness of the belief is} 
unquestioned; but, it may be asked, 
is it properly grounded on fact? 
The educational books supported 
and distributed by the Kuomintang, 
against which there are plenty of 
‘objections not only from a Japanese 
point of view but also for those of 
other foreign nations, were not 
Kenerally used in China until after 
the conquest of the country in 1926 
by the Nationalist armies. Has 
there been time for them to have 
the widespread effect their’ 
Japanese ' critics represent? Tt 
‘appears to some observers that the| 
bogey of anti-Japanese education 
is being used as a polite sereen to 
hide the real inspiration. Can the 
people of any country, let alone a 
Droud people with a great history 
like the Chinese, see. "themselves 
humiliated and’ their sovereignty 
violated, without » feeling intense 
resentment against the aggressors? 
Can their rulers bow down before 
the aggressors without bringing 
upon ‘their heads the indignation 
of all true Chinese patriots? ‘These 
are questions which should not be: 
lost sight of by the diplomats who| 
fare now in Nanking to discuss ways, 
and means for a resumption of 
Sino~Jopanese friendship, To force 
the Nanking Government to sur-| 
render might lead to its, going out 
of existence. The acceptance of, 
harsh terms by a few officials in 
the capital might, as General Chang 
Heueh-liang pointed out a day oF 
50 ago, be repudiated by the body 
of the nation. What is the pro- 
spect? For progress to be made 
there should be a frank acknow- 
Jedgement of faults on both sides| 
‘and an equally frank resolution to| 
repair the errors of the past, if| 
necessary by restitution of rights 
Which have been filched, Good 
faith and goodwill are necessary on| 
both sides, if the coming -negotia- 
tions are to be of any use and, in 
the light of the eritical eireum- 
stances, there can be little doubt 
‘that the necessity is appreciated. 











SILVER JUBILEE 
Oct. 10, 


‘To-day the Chinese republic 
celebrates its silver jubilee. The| 
circumstances are somewhat pec- 
uliar, ‘The twenty-five years since| 
the, republic was proclaimed: and 
the Ching dynasty was overthrown. 
have witnessed some of the most 
Important developments in the: 
world's history. ‘They have seen| 
the greatest war the world has ever | 
Known, followed by one of the 
greatest political upsets, nationally 
‘and internationally, ever to be re-, 
corded—an upset sb important that 
the world. is still endeavouring to| 
understand all its implications. 
‘Compared with the chaotic situa 
tion in China, which regrettably has 





reigned over a large part of the 
history of the republic, the chaotic 


conditions of the so-called eivilized 

world are almost more gloomy. In‘ 
a special supplement with this issue 
{of the “North-China Daily News” 
| an atlempt has been made to sketch 
j brlefty the history of this country 
during the last twenty-five years, 
leaving problems which are at the 
moment under negotiation in Nan- 
king as much out of the picture as| 
possible. ‘The results may scem to} 
some to be a distortion of the his- 
{orleal record, especially during the 
last few years; but too great an 
emphasis upon them at this! 
Suncture, when the most important 
negotiations are being conducted, 
might result in a distortion of the: 
future which would be even more 
serious. Least sald soonest mended| 
is a good maxim so long as there| 
isa genuine attempt to mend. It} 
4s to be deplored that there is a 
critical international situation to 
overshadow the celebrations to-day. 
‘The remarkable progress made by 
China during the last few years 
would not call for particular em-_ 
phasis were it not for the an- 
niversary being observed. But 
when the passage of a quarter of 
‘a. century under new Ideals and 
new forms of government is being 
xemembered, then there is reason 
to assume" the mantle of the 
historian—not always an agreeable 
mantle, it should be stressed—and 
try to see in the perspective of years 
what has been. accomplished and, 
what has been left undone. 

‘This has been attempted in other} 
pages. Crities of this country's 
development may be inclined to 
‘dwell too long upon the things 
which have been left undone; for 
the devoted men who have achieved 
wonders in reorganization and 
furthering development are not 
vocal, and there is an unfortunately. 
well " substantiated belief among. 
foreigners that the penchant still 
exists among the Chinese that a re~ 
form on paper is a reform in actual 
fact, whereas it still has to be im 
plemented. In recent years that 
delusion largely has been overcome. 
‘The progress made in China has 
been noted and commended by ex- 
pert independent observers who. 
hhave from time to time made visits 
to this country. They have been 
impressed" by, and” they’ have 
praised, the carnesiness. of the 
People’s desire to do away with the 
old abuses and to establish’ a form 
of government which will put! 
China back into its rightful place 
in the sun. Suns significant. ‘The 
‘movement for reorganization on 
modern Tines was inspired by the 
vision’ of the man who has earned. 
the title of the founder of the re~ 
public, and who, strangely enough, 
has been called a visionary by those 
who wished at the time to detract 
from his other undoubted merits. 
To be visionary when the vision is 
4 great one and within reasonable 
reach, is one of the essentials to 
freatness. Dr. Sun Yat-sen was. 
such a visionary. In his life-time he 
was discredited by all except a well- 
tried band of followers. He suffered 
from the helplessness of all re- 
formers when they were confronted 
with circumstances no-one, not 
even the giants of world history, 
could have controlled. Dr. Sun had 
{o see his country pass through the 
stage of feudal warlordism and 
semi-anarchy which made China a 
byword for many years after the 
revolution. He was forced at dif- 
ferent periods almost to assume the 
mantle of a warlord in order to. 
overcome the evil. He saw war-| 
lordism degenerating into banditry 
‘and banditry into a soul-sapping 
disease. With these things going 
‘on in front of his eyes, he was 
helpless to remedy them. But he 
could and did draw up a set of 
principles which his followers have 
carried out, and sometimes modified 
o meet existing exigencies, which 
have enabled them to restore their 
‘country’s prestige and {o cause the 
‘most powerful nations on the earth 
{o recognize that China once again 
1s a powerful force in world affairs. 

‘The celebrations to-day, the most 
spectacular of which probably is| 
the parade of Boy Scouts from all 
over the country in Nanking—a| 
Parade which, incidentally, is one 
‘of the most ‘interesting commen- 
aries on the changes which have 
taken place in recent years—are 
overshadowed by the crisis through 
which “the nation is passing. In 
the capital, it is hoped, the ground. 
work for an understanding between 
the two great nations of the Far 
East has been laid, with the pre-' 
liminary conversation between Gen- 
eral Chiang Kei-shek and the!

‘warrant the belief that the dangers| 
arising out of the tension between 
China and Japan are over, but they 
do encourage the hope that an ap- 
proximation of hitherto completely 
divergent points of view has been 
‘begun and that the rope which has} 
attached like a millstone round the| 
heck of the Chinese people in their 
efforts to tide over a turbulent in-, 
terlude between decadent monarchy. 
‘and progressive constitutionalism is| 
about to be severed. No brighter 
prospect could greet the dawn of 
the silver jubilee. Tt has been the 
claim of writers on ancient China 
that there is hardly a form of gov- 
ernment being tested to-day that 
the Chinese did not test ages ago. 
Communism was tried before the 
Christian era. The absolute mon- 
arehy was given its chanee, and 
monarchy modified by a kind of 
constitutionalism also had its trial. 
The political philosophies which 
have been tested, adopted, and then 
discarded in this country since the 
beginnings of its recorded history 
embrace the range of political 
hilosophies disputed to-day. And 
still China has much to learn, 
Would it be too much to suggest 
that, in the last twenty-five years, 
China has gone through nearly| 
every phase of experiment in re- 
ublicanism and may at last be 
near to evolving a form of popular 
government adaptable to her eon- 
Gitions? There has been a republi- 
an government based on orthodox; 
Western standards. ‘There has| 
been an attempt to overthrow that 
‘government and to re-establish the 
empire. That government has} 
been turned into a farce by the 
most barefaced corruption, and 
afterwards by a reversion to feudal- 
ism with disastrous effects, There 
has been a communist “revolution” 

now fortunately defeated. Order and. 
‘anarchy have alternated. There has| 
been a period of tutelage. Outside 
forces have influenced or attempled 
to influence the course of events, 
Progress has been hampered. by 
‘major natural disasters, ‘There has| 
occurred almost every’ mischanee| 
from which a nation can suffer, Yet! 
‘China to-day stands on the threshold, 
of a great era. The nation is better of 
ganized than at any time in recent 
history. Its industries are struggling 
into existence, ‘There remains the 
menace of foreign interference, but 
the conversations to be held in| 
Nanking bid fair to eradicate even 
that threat to national existence. 














IMPATIENCE 

; Oct, 12, 

It is difficult at times to un- 
derstand the feverishness of com-| 
ment on the course of Sino-Japa- 
nese negotiations. —_Statements| 
made by non-diplomatic observers, 
both in Japan and China, to say| 
nothing of countries further from, 
the scene, seem to give an unneces-| 
sarily alarmist view of the situation. 
This journal, according to its lights, 
endeavoured on Wednesday last to| 
indicate the principal considerations, 
which led it to discern a "Chance | 
for Peace” in the current contacts| 
‘Between Nanking and Tokyo. To 
that review of the fundamental 
issues involved there is little to 
add. Nothing has occurred since 
its publication to suggest that its 
hopefulness was unjustified. General 
Chiang Kai-shek, on the eve of the 
celebrations of the Double Tenth, 
fulfilled his engagement to hold 
friendly converse with Mr. Shigeru 
Kawagee. Both statesmen have | 
played their parts with dignity and| 
correctness. ‘They surely deserve | 
better treatment than the broad-| 
casting of apparently entirely ficti- 
tious accounts of the conversation, 
and the specious pretence that there 
has been a “breakdown”—a word, 
freely used in the press and, per-| 
haps ‘unwittingly, adopted by a 
Japanese military spokesman in the| 
North. From the authoritative ac- 
vounts of the meeting between the 
Japanese Anibassador and General 
Chiang Kai-shek it is plain that, as 
so often happens when two practi- 
cal and sensible - men — come 
together, a friendly interchange of 
courtesies led (0 a mutual esteem. 
‘Mr. Kawagoe, in resuming discus- 
sions with General Chang Chun, 
‘will probably find hls work much 
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lightened by the knowledge which . 
he ‘has personally gained of the 
general attitude of the head of the 
Government at Nanking. ‘That the 
interview failed to take the melo- 
Gramatic turn expected by lively 
‘commentators in the Japanese press, 
will not be surprising to the For! 
clgn Omee at ‘Tokyo or to any 
Tesponsible student of diplomatic 
affairs, Tt is natural therefore that 
brompt discouragement has been 
given both in Tokyo and Nanking 
fo the ingenious notion that de- 
mands have been made by one side 
and counter demands by the other. 
Curious notions regarding the 
terms in which one nation can 
diplomatically address another are 
prevalent in the world to-day and 
o much to obscure the road to 
Peaceful solution of international 
problems. “However naively they 
may be endorsed by impatience, 
whether on this or on that side of 
the Japan Sea they are unlikely 
tobe accepted by responsible states- 
men who are rightly concerned 
with the creation of a sane basis 
for Sino-Japanese relationships. 
Jepan's national interests would be 
badly served by a diversion which, 
exacerbating rather than composing 
Chinese feelings, might exact too 
‘heavy a toll of her resources ‘with- 
out “ensuring the solid results 
reasonably to be expected from a 
diplomatic establishment of Sino- 
Japanese co-operation. During the 
last few weeks the prospects of 
making this co-operation vitally 
effective have been enormously in~ 
ereased by the consolidation of 
‘China's political machinery. General 
Chiang Kai-shek has thus been able 
{o salute the Silver Jubilee of the 
Republic as the accepted leader of 
newly united people. General 
Chang Chun can bring to his dis 
cussions with Mr. Kawagoe an 
authority which, earlier in the year, 
might justly have been questioned. 
This must tend greatly to facilitate 
the task of Japanese diplomacy, 
even if it proves embarrassing to 
those who have commended military 
action by the argument that China 
icked the necessary cohesion to 
make any other treatment, appro- 
priate. ‘The situation would. be 
further improved if China could be 
viewed with a greater sense of por- 
spective and firmer attention to 
actualities, No-one seriously be- 
eves that Japan would weleome an 
aagravation of her diicultles here, 
/¥et the recklessness of some of the 
speculations emerging from certain 
Sections ‘of the Japanese press. 
almost invites the deduction that 
pretexts for replacing diplomatic 
measures by military. action are 
welcomed and, to that extent, give 
colour to the extravagances which 
both Tokyo and Nanking are at 
such pains swiftly to repudiate. 
Anxious observers of overarmed 
Europe's neuralgie tumescence ean= 
not conceive that aught but wanton 














perversity would seek to apply the 
‘arms test to the comparative ealm- 
ness of this Far Eastern refuge from 
fiuternational alarums. Japan and 
China, by the frank interchange of 
Giplomatie prescriptions, can set an 
example of oriental sanity for the 
xuidance of western confusion. 
‘The opportunity is worth selzing. 
It may lead to the strengthening of 
economic bonds for the mutual 
sustenance of the two countries, 
By their development they. will 
naturally serve their respective in- 
erests and ultimately, stilt minister= 
ing to the same advantage, give 
their support to a much weakened 
world. Otherwise the adoption of 
the grim technique already op- 
pressing the west, will merely 
extend the area of conflict whieh the 
goodwill of such wisdom as the 
world still retains is endeavouring 
to limit and eventually crase, This 
does not minimize the diMeulties 
of the problems now confront 
ing both China and Japan in 
their search for economie security 
and national progress. It enshrines 
the convielion that the two na 
inhonourable collaboration are fully 
equal to the task of overcoming 
those diMeulties with the normal 
operation of intelligent team-work 
reinforced by tolerant and sym= 
Pathetic understanding of each 
other's needs. Impatience of 
petulant criticism is to be deprecat- 
‘ed. Disappointment and disillusion- 
ment may be the inevitable con- 
sequences of patient forbearan 
they cannot bar the way to 
eventual “triumph and assuredly 
they cannot be as devastating in 
their affictions as the desperate 
elternative implied in recourse to

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‘This journal, in common with 
other exponents of British opinion| 
here, has ventured to express its| 
approval of the Income Tax Law| 
provided that measure can be ap~ 
plied so that collections are uni- 
versal, equitable and effective. 
Specific eriticisms of the proposal 
have not been met by specific re- 
plies, Alry generalizations amount- 
ing to evasion of the point at issue 
have rather been fortheoming. ‘The 
theoretical excellences of the in- 
come tax system have been lauded, 
‘without moré than a cursory glanee| 
at the resources available to the|

a similar action in Szechuen. No| 
effort has been made to dispose of 
the objection that the seale begins 
at so low a figure that in respect| 
of small incomes the cost of col- 
ection must prohibitively exceed] 
the revenue obtainable, even as- 
suming that the assessees do make 
the payments required of them. 
Whereas it is plain that officials in 
the service of the Government— 
particularly those in the Customs, 
Salt and other established branches| 
of the administration—can _ be| 
effectively made to pay the required| 
sum, it is highly doubtful if the| 
machinery can elicit such payments| 
from non-official sources. This at} 
‘once creates an clement of infustice| 
which militates against the accept-| 
ability of the tax. A semi-official 
announcement lately referred with’ 
some unetion to the selection of 
250 candidates to be trained as 
income tax collectors. ‘This was 
intended, apparently, to be the 
answer to those who pointed out} 
that before the tax could be en- 
forecd it would be necessary to 
create a highly-organized depart- 
ment for covering the provinces! 
and the 1,600 hsiens of the area 
under Government control. Can it 
be seriously maintained that the 
solection of candidates for training 
is equivalent to the establishment, 
of such specialized machinery ready} 
to function in smooth fulfilment of] 
tho State's requirements? 

‘Trespass on the goodwill and 
tolerance of critics Js being thus 
indulged in by the sponsors of the 
new tax. Their suggestion that] 
foreigners, cndowed with extra- 
territorial privileges, should waive 
‘that protection in order to enjoy 
the thrills of paying the new tax is 
put forward without any attempt to 
fadduce solid reasons for such 
action. In several quarters it is 
urged that as Chinese residents 
abroad pay Income tax, the forelgn 
residents in China should accept 
the new law on the principle of 
reciprocity. This specious hint has 
a plausibility which may be in 
danger of finding acceptance be- 
cause exposure of its fallacies in-| 
volves a cortain degree of un 
palatable comparison. Incidentally’ 
it Is by no means clear that the 
Chinese resident in Malaya or 
Hongkong, although subject _no| 
doubt to some form of taxation, is| 
Hable to income-tax in those col- 
onies. However, assuming that the 
comparison 1s intended to apply to 
the Chinese resident in England, 
say, It Is necessary to make definite 
reservations before accepting the! 
parallel thus offered, The Chinese| 
resident in England gets for his| 
income-tax payment various sub-| 
stantial privileges in common with| 
the other citizens of that country. 
He is not debarred from owning 
Jand there and he also enjoys 
numerous other facilities which the 
foreign resident in China cannot 
claim. Moreover, the foreigner in 
dealing with this subject has the 
perfect right to ask that it be| 
treated on a business basis and he,| 
therefore, is emboldened to draw| 
fon actual experience to ascertain| 
the benefits likely to accrue from| 
his assumption of the rble of 
income-tax payer here. These 
‘columns have on several occasions 
outlined the unhappy details of the 
breakdown of the Chapoo develop- 
ment scheme. » It may be recalled 
that certain foreigners purchased 
Jand and paid taxes thereon in 
return for benefits promised to 
them. For reasons the excellence 
‘of which will not be questioned, 
the military authorities decided to 
close the site, but although strong 
representations have been made on 
the subject the landowmers have 
not recovered the sums paid by 











them in advance taxation for bene= 
fits thus denied by the action of: 
‘the military department. Is it not| 
fronical to be asked to accept the 
privilege of paying incomo-tax in 
a spirit of cheerful sympathy with 
the Government's financial policy 
when actual experience affords so 
dubious an example of the Govern- 
ment's sense of its obligations? 

It is easy of course to declare 
that foreign objections to the 
| income-tax are dishonest cloaks of 
‘an obdurate refusal to shoulder a 
fair share of the burden of the 
} administration’s expenses. No doubt 
the foreigner like other human 
beings is not enamoured of any 
demand made ‘on his pocket by 
official agencies, whether they work 
tunder the auspices of his own gov- 
‘ernment or have some other equally 
respectable origin. Yet the Chinese 
Government would do well to 
realize that the generalizations 
which have been so freely offered 
in support of the proposed taxation 
of the foreigner eannot be regarded 
‘as valid answers to the objections 
raised. ‘This journal would be! 
reluctant to believe that no solution 
of this dimeulty ean be found. It 
also refuses to aitribute anything 
but sincerity to the Chinese au- 
thorities. It merely holds that un- 
less the question be studied with 
direct relation to the facts and to| 
‘experience gained of the operation 
of taxation in this country in other 
systems, no satisfactory point of 
‘agreement can be reached. When 
the extraterritorial foreigner is 
blandly asked to waive his privi- 
lege, he is apt to regard the request 
as ‘somewhat ungracious, seeing 
how persistently that privilege has 
been undermined, particularly in 
the matter of taxation, by the ap- 
plication of indirect pressure which, 
although perhaps technically with- 
in the law, is undoubtedly a breach 
of the spirit governing the extra- 
territorial agreement. Frequently’ 
individuals and firms have found. 
their extraterritorial privileges vir- 
tually nugatory because the au~ 
thorities have obliquely effected 
assessment and collection of taxes 
by ingeniously enforcing invasion 
of the extraterritotial zone through 
|the power exercised in the terri- 
tory without that zone. When his, 
privilege is thus constantly sub- 
Jected to attacks of that kind the 
foreigner is not unreasonably dis~ 
posed to demur to the amiable 
Proposal that he should reinforee 
those attacks by voluntary selt~ 
sacrifice on his own account, 











BRITISH LABOUR 
Ont, 

The history of Labour Party 
conferences in Britain for many 
years has been a record of im= 
portant relevancies in opposition. 
‘There has rarely been any obscurity 
regarding the general purpose ot 
direction of efforts which have kept 
the’ party welded together inthe 
face of rebuffs, but the difference 
of opinion in the achievement of 
the major end of these efforts has 
bboen wide. Following the Trade 
Union Congress last month at which 
Sir Walter Citrine revealed him= 
self in the nature of a political 
dictator unsparing of efforts to 
express his views in violent con- 
{radietion “to others, the Labour 
Party is now holding its annual 
‘conference at Edinburgh. A lengthy | 
agenda has been prepared for the 
conference and the character of the 
discussions has been revealed in 
{olegrams describing the progress| 
tthe meeting. The subjects for 
ecision are to be roughly divided 
{nto two classes: internal party 
affairs created by a declining mem- 
bership and national strength, and 
international affairs based on recent 


developments in Europe towards 
which ‘the -party must adopt an 
official attitude to align their 


domestic aims with thelr political 
‘aims. ‘There have been significant 
signs of discord among the leaders 
of the party which demand read- 
Justment and disciplining of forces. 
‘As the result of the discussions at 
the recent Trades Union Congress, 
there are also important questions: 
in regard to Spain, with its Popular 
Front Government now gravely 
assailed by the insurgents who are 
closing in on Madrid in what is 
believed to be the final stages of 
the campaign. There is also the 
party's attitude towards the re- 
armament policy of the British 
Government, which has been 
Pushed so energetically and rapidly | 
In view of the heavy armament 
Programmes of other countries. 





On both these questions there 
has been wide divergence of opinion 
‘but approval has been given on 
‘an overwhelming scale, In regard 
to Spain, the Government's mon- 
intervention policy recelved great 
acclaim although extremists at the 
conference were inclined to mis- 
construe the proper altitude of a 
neutral Government's functions in 
a dispute in which amount of 
similarity in politieal aims could 
be readily adduced, but no justif- 
cation produced ‘for extending 
assistance, This in itself, can be 
{interpreted as a big blow to 
plans of the Communists seeking 
‘affiliation to the Labour Party with 
the announced programme of 
creating a Popular Front Govern 
ment in Britain. In regard to the 
ye-armament programme, which 
likewise received overwhelming ap-| 
proval in spite of a lively debate, 
fa similar appreciation of the realist 
angle of the situation was express-| 
ed indicating the degree of re- 
sponsibility which the party felt it 
assumed in view of developments, 
‘which drew forth the remark 
from Dr. Hugh Dalton that if | 
Labour “Government came into 
power to-morrow, it would be 
compelled to provide increased 
British armaments, The _arma- 
ment decision provides an interest 
ing reflection of altered ‘conditions 
in the country and labow’s attitude 
changed from one of shallow 
pacifism to one of realism. In this 
Aecision the influence of the trade 
unions 1s clearly to be perceived. 
Years of depression have reduced 
a condition of comparative pros 
erity to one of distress, and the 
effect on trades union membership 
‘has suffered proportionately. Re- 
turning prosperity has robbed the 
party of many of Its objectives 
through the play of economic forces 
which it is the party's aim to 
adjust. Particularly in regard to 
the heavy industries, the British 
re-armament programme has 
Drought activity back to idle ship- 
'yards and workshops, and thousands| 
‘who saw no early hope of work are 
benefitting from the building pro- 
gramme. Although the Labour 
Party is a political body with 
definite political objectives, the 
trade unions, with thelr immense 
voting power, control the con- 
ference when they act together, 
and the indications at the ‘Trade| 
‘Union Congress that support would | 
be forthcoming for the Govern- 
ment's rearmament — programme 
have been supplemented at the 
Labour Party conference by a vote 
of 1,738,000 to 657,000. ‘The! 
resolution declared that in view 
of the threatening attitude of 
ictatorships which refuse to co- 
operate in the organization of 
peace the armed strength of 
countries loyal to the League of 
Nations oust be conditioned by 
the armed strength of a potential 
‘aggressor. The defence forces must 
be maintained consistent with the 
‘country’s responsibilities as mem= 
ber of the League. 

‘While this disposes of the two 
principal questions on the inter= 
national programme, a matter of 
more importance to. the future of 
the party must be the repairs to 
the gaps in the machinery. A 
combination of economic and poll- 
ical conditions has greatly under- 
mined its strength. ‘The challenge 
of Fascism has left its mark by 
adding confusion instead of con- 
solidating resistance. The forces 
of British labour represent a great. 
strength in the maintenance of the| 
democratic ideals of the country, 
but while the machinery is in 
‘existence capable of being used to, 
greater purpose, and the inherent] 
strength of the party exists there| 
hhas been lack of leadership. ‘There! 
is no lack of men of ability but 
there is a distinct lack of men 
willing or capable to lead the party 
to more constructive ends. Per- 
haps, from the new atmosphere 
generated at the conference a 
eader will be found, but there is 
no future for the ' party if the 
indecision of recent years is per- 
mitted to continue. 




















ATLANTIC EXPRESS 
Oct, 9. 
No ocean route in the world of. 
fers such practical and profitable 
business possibilities as the Atlantic. 
Between the European continent 
‘and the American continent, the 








Old World and the New, is 
maintained the largest volume of] 
passenger traffic in existence while 





‘cargo is proportionately high. This 
is based on the essential inter 
relationship of these two continents 
whose interests are inseparably 
linked through economic, financial 
‘and social cirumstances. For this 
reason the keenest mercantile 
marine competition in the world 
is concentrated on this route 
although by no means is world 
prosperity exclusively confined 
to such unusual attention. ‘The 
struggle for the “Blue :Riband 
‘of the Atlantic” by shipping com- 
panies of several countries is no 
mere advertising venture. It is the 
expressed intention of one country 
‘or another to establish commercial 
supremacy in the matter of steam~ 
ship transportation which will 
obtain its due reward, In this 
battle of the steamship’ companies 
there is an clement of long tradi-| 
tion because the general lines of the 
procedure are well understood, and 
it is now a question whether the 
engineering abilities of any one 
nature, combined with the financial 
backing, are able to build the fastest 
ship. Aerial transport, which now 
encircles the world with the ex- 
ception of one insignificant stage, 
is creating a similar set of circum- 
stances but these are likely to 
be deprived of their intense ag- 
gressiveness by a developing belief 
in co-operation which will benefit 
the infant industry by climinating 
useless and wasteful competition at 
this early stage. Nevertheless, it 
would be a futile gesture of indit- 
ference to deprive the coming 
struggle for supremacy in the 
aerial transport conquest of the 
Atlantic of any national pride in 
the fulflment. 

Developments in regular air 
services across the Altantic after 
years of “stunt” flights, designed to 
impress the imagination instead of 
establish practical possibilities, are 
proceeding apace. By the end of 
this year or the beginning of next| 
year airlines will be in operation. 
The two Zeppelins which are 
maintaining a shuttle service 
over the ocean with uninterrupted 
regularity have exploded the fletion. 
of impossibility. Over the Southern 
Atlantic, French and German acro- 
planes have long been operating. 
On both sides of the ocean there are 
no apprehensions regarding com- 
mercial prospects. Preparations for 
the new phase in air communica 
tlons have been studied and 
developed for years, with a cautious 
eye on the financial aspect which 
means that early operations can 
only function with the assistance of 
subsidies. The latest in the fleld 
with a ‘definite scheme for the 
achieving of such an end is the 
United “States. A Washington 
telegram states that President 
Roosevelt's administration, —im- 
pressed by the performances of the 
German airships, is considering a 
scheme for submission to Congress 
for subsidizing a  Trans-Atlantic. 
airship service. ‘This decision has. 
been reached after discussion with 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, the German 
airship expert, and’ Mr, Daniel C. 
Roper, Scerelary of Commerce, in- 
dicated that this form of subsidy 
‘would be similar to that applying 10 
the assistance of American shipping, 
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but his remarks did not rule out 
any intention of providing assist 
ance for the construction of zero- 
planes to be used on the Atlantic 
airlines. ‘The argument regarding 
lighter-than-air craft and heavier= 
than-air eraft over long distances 
Is still a question of debatable pro- 
portions with the Issue lying be- 
{ween weight-carrying capacity 
and speed on terms of commerelal 
advantage. Carrying capacity at 
present dominates the argument, 
but a world demand for speed. in 
communteations will prevail In the 
Jong run, although, in an organized 
system of air transport there should 
be little overlapping in the same 
senso as both, fast and slow ships 
are maintained by shipping com= 
panies to accommodate diferent 
conditions. 

The international view of air 
communications, especially in ro- 
gard to the Atlantic route, is an 
optimistic indleation of the ‘ture, 
‘The Atlantic will be flown regular- 
Jy on ordinary. air services within 
about eighteen hours. The world 
demands this and to the demand 
there is generally qulele response. 
Experimental flights" by "the 
Lufthansa flying boat between New 
York and the Azores averaged 228 
hours, but Herr von Gablentz de~ 
clared that this crossing could be 
reduced considerably, making an 
ocean flight a duration of 16 hours, 
‘Arrangements between Pan-Amer 
can Alrways and Imperial Airways, 
following offielal discussions be- 
tween the American and the British 
Governments, which included as 
essential partners in the scheme, 
Canada, the Irish Free State and 
Newfoundland, the northern route 
across the Atlantic promises effec 
tive results. This represents a co- 
operative affair in which the British 
side, under guarantee of subsidies, 
from the countries participating in 
the venture, will provide suitable 
bases and landing facilities for the 
American interests, According to 
the recent statement by Sir Philip 
Sassoon, Under-Secretary of State 
for Air, arrangements have been 
completed for the conduct of ex- 
Berimental lights in order to en= 
able a definite survey to be made, 
and the service will eventually’ be 
based on a minimum schedule of 
two dights a’ week. Since 1934, 
careful study of this route has beer 
made by the establishment of a 
base in Newfoundland and an in- 
tense investigation of upper-air 
conditions, “The fullest measure of 
understanding and co-operation 
has been obtained from the US, 
Government and on the basis of 
reciprocity it 1s hoped that a 
TTrans-Atlantic service conneeting 
Britain-with the United States will 
be inaugurated as soon as practical 
conditions are established. As far 
as the four governments are con~ 
cemed, the exclusive nature will 
be maintained for 15 years and 
thereafter the question of ex- 
clusivity and the granting of further 
financial assistance to the joint 
company to operate the service will, 
be reviewed. This is a sound basis 
for the enterprise and there ean be 
no doubt that in the very near 
fulure the “Atlantic Express" will 
be a reality.

GENERAL GOMBOES 

Hungary's strong man, General 
Julius Gomboes, has passed away 
fatter a long iliness, and with his 
decease disappears’ one of the 
picluresque figures which have de- 
corated the European political land~ 
sscape since the world war. He has 
‘been named as the man who revivitled 
‘Hungary from the depths of the post- 
‘war depression and inspired a de- 
feated and demoralized nation to 
save what it could from the wreck. 
He was born in 1886, In the early 
days of the war he took part with 
some distinction in the Austrian 
campaigns against Serbia, and later 
against Russia, ‘The former were 
successful, but the latter was dubious 
until Germany came to Austria's as- 
sistance, It was not until the erucial 
days after the war that General 
Gomboes came into the political 
Umelight, At first he was the 
Hungarian military attaché at Zagreb, 
‘but afterwards he become the pre- 
Sident of the Hungarian National De- 
fence Association. When Hungary 
was in the throes of a Communist 
dictatorship, General” Gomboes 
organized a counter-revolution which 











‘swept the Reds out of the country. 
But he was not an advocate of the 
‘return of. the monarchy, at least 
under the Hapsburgs. He took a 
leading part in opposing the return 
of Charles IV in 1920 and 1921, In 
the succeeding years he became the 
leader of, the Race-Defence Party In 
‘Hungary and did excellent work, but 
‘after 1928 he joined the Unionist 
Party in Hungary and became State 
Secretary of National Defence, Be- 
tween 1928 and 1932 he was 
‘Hungarian Minister for Defence, and 
at the end of the latter year, rose to 
the rank of Prime Minister, in which 
post he held almost ‘dictatorial 
powers. General Gomboes was 
certainly one of the outstanding 
figures In Europe since the war, and 
hhis demiso will be a serious loss to 
his country,

DREDGING PROGRESS 
Interesting dotalls regarding the 
work of the Whangpoo Conservancy 
Board's dredger Chien She, which 
hhas been at work for more than a 
year on the huge task of dredging 
the Yangtze Bar and providing a 
deeper channel for steamers, are con- 
tained in the latest publication of the 
Board. Pictorlally and in print, 2 
complete description of the new 
vessel and ils operatiors is given, and 
the immensity of the project, rapidly 
being altered, 1s indicated in Agures 
given of the dredger’s work. "The 
Chien She commenced regular dreds 
ing operations on July 8 last year 
and up to the end of July this year 
a quantity of 4,200,110 cuble yards 
‘of material had ‘been dredged from 
the crest of the bar and deposited on 
the dumping area about two miles 
distant from the dredging cul. This 
represented a total time of 2271 
working hours and the effect on ‘the 
navigational approach has been a 
deepening of the channel of about 
three feet over a width of 600 foet 
‘and a distance of three miles, “This 
is an extremely satisfactory record of 
work for the dredger which pas- 
Sengers arriving in Shanghai see in 
service off Woosung describing huge 
circles as it dredges up huge quanti- 
tes of silt. ‘The Board finds complete 
Justification in the selection of this: 
type of dredger which has demon- 
strated its great capacity and hi 
proved to be exceptionally easy to 
manouevre in the prevailing cross 
currents when dredging at a speed

STEADY DECLINE 


Increase of Agricultural 
Depression 


Nanking, Oct. 10. 

If the tise and fall of ‘land values 
may be taken as a eriterion of 9 
nation’s economic prosperity or de- 
pression, the steady declino of rural 
Jand values in China during the last 
five years well illustrates the intense 
‘agricultural plight caused by banditry. 
drought, floods, ‘and other natural 
calamities. A study has ben made 
by the rural eéonomies department 
of the National Agricultural Research 
Bureau, which has compiled statistics 
covering the period from 1931 to 35. 

Classified according to thelr values, 
the ‘prices of three. types of rural 
land (Carmland, level land, and high 
and) have, during this period, fallen 
by from 17 40 19 per cent, ‘The land 
prices of last year, as compared with 
those of 1034, remained unchanged, 
whieh Is regarded as a sign of gradual 
reviva.

Clive, for his persistent efforts to ob- 
fain the return of the documents. 
‘The Japanese authorities, he adds, 
have offered no explanation for 
‘His arrest, Imprisonment, or the im- 
Pounding ‘of the diaries, nor any 
apology oF compensation. Mr. Sam- 
son says he will continue to press for 
‘an explanation, apology, and com- 
pensation, if only in the hope of pre- 
venting, in future, some similar’ in- 
ident befatling another foreigner in 
jepan.

‘Three Previous Attempts 
Which Failed

Tt will have been seen in the daily 
papers that the Central Government 
has made a start on the bullding of 
the Hunan to Kwelchow Rallwoy, 
beginning (naturally) at the Chang. 
sha end. “But in addition to engineers. 
surveying the route, men connected 
with the plan have visited Kwelyang, 
$0 it looks as though business is really 
meant this time, 

“This time,” for at least three pre- 
vious attempts have been made to 
give Kwelchow a railway. In’ Manchu 
ays, an Anglo-French Company 
working quicksilver mines neat 
‘Tungien (near the Hunan border) 
trled to negotiate with the Kwelchow 
Government subject no. doubt to 
sanction by the Peking Government 
for sole rights for mining throughout 
the eastern half of the province {from 
Kwelyang to the Hunan border), @ 
royalty to be paid to Kwelchow Gov- 
ernment and another to Peking, a ight| 
railway to be bullt from Changich 
(Hunan) to Kwelyang and north for 
about 100 ii to Pchmatung. In the

‘The Governor was favourably dis- 
Posed but the Kwelyang gentry re- 
membering the threatened {roubles in. 
‘Yunnan over the bullding of - the 
Annan-Yunnan railway, petitioned 
Sgainst the proposal “saying they 
Would build the railway and work the 
mines; of course they never did. but 
the result was that the company's 
proposal fell throu 


British Proposat Fi 
‘Messrs. John Birch and Co. sent 
two engineers to survey for a line 
from Changteh to Hingifu (now 
‘Anking) vid Kwelyang, the Pek! 
Government having agreed, T belie 
fo their plon to build a line with 
British capital repayable in. forty 
years, several British engineers to 
superintend the bullding and three or 
four to supervise the ‘line until the 
Joan was repaid. This, 100, fell 
through largely owing, I think, to the 
deaths of Mr. Birch snd one or two 
engineers (not in Kwelchow).

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NURSES’ CONFERENCE 
AT NANKING 


Emergency Service Shortly 
to Be Organized 


Thirteen was not an unlucky num- 
ber for the delegates who attended 
the ‘Thirteenth Bi-ennial Conference 
ot the Nurses’ Association of China 
at | Nanking from September 30 to 
October 7. “The conference proved 
to be the most successful of any 
held so far, and the number of dele- 
‘gates, 300, was the largest attendance 
since’ the conference was inaugurated. 
‘Shanghai had its full quota of repre- 
sentatives, several being sent from 
‘each hospital. From the Lester Chi- 
nese Hospital, four delegates were 
sent. ‘They comprised two foreign- 
fers, the Misses A. Sharpe, matron of 
the hospital, and E, ‘Taylor, and 
two Chinese students, Miss K. F. Zi 
and Miss P. T, Sung. 

On arrival in Nanking, the dele- 
gates were given an official welcome, 
the mayor sending a representative, 
‘nd among those who patronized the 
conference were Dr. P. Z. King, 
director of the medical service of 
the National Health Administration, 
‘and Gen, Chang Chih-kiang, president 
of the ‘National Physical Culture 
Institute, 

In a welcoming speech to the 
delegates, Dr. P. 2. King said that 
the “Chinese medical profession had 
@ common interest in secking a 
method for increasing the efflelency 
‘of medical practice in this country. 
‘There were two main obstructions to 
the progress of medicine in China, 
the lack of a unifying plan for 
medical work on the part of the 
Fovernment, and the lack of a proper 
attitude towards modern medicine 
‘on the part of the medical profession, 

‘A. system of stale medicine had 
heen introduced with the idea of 
solving these problems. By state 
medicine was meant “a plan for 
medical reconstruction through an 
organized effort on the part of the 
Government to protect the health of 
the members of the Chinese nation. 
‘The same system had been practised 
in Britain and Russia with striking 
vesults, 


Since Nanking was made the 
capital of China, this system of state 
medicine had been inaugurated, have 
ing been first brought into use ‘about 
seven years ago. ‘The work had 
been hindered through the political 
situation in China, but now the 
foundations of state medicine had. 
been lald down throughout 18 ditter- 
ent provinces and municipalities, 


State Control of Medicine 


Defining the organization of state 
medicine, Dr. King sald, among, 
other things, that the whole respon= 
sibility. for the health of the people 
‘would be borne by the government, 
in order to create a unified system, 
‘The financial part of the work would 
by included in the national budget. 
‘The central and provincial health 
organizations were responsible for 
administration, and for the drawing 
up of plans, “The hsien was the 
basic unit of the schem 

‘Nurses acquainted with both hospl- 
tal nursing and “public health nurs- 
Ing were needed in the work, as 
both curative and preventitive work 
were included in the programme of, 
state medicine.” 

‘Among the’ important plans for- 
mulated” by the delegates was one 
for the preparation of an emergency 
nursing service to work in co- 
‘operation with the Red Cross, to 
meet the needs of a national crisis. 
A. special office of the Nurses’ Asso- 
lation of China in Nanking now 
forms the headquarters of this 
emergency service, while five dele- 
‘gates in different parts of China are 
responsible to headquarters for the 
organization of the service in their 
istrict. 

Tt was also decided that nurses 
should continue to put forward their 
right to send representatives, -with 
the power to vote, to the People’s 
Convention. Much time was spent 
In the discussion of the registration 
of nursing schools under the control 
of the Ministry of Education, 20 
schools being registered before the 
conference, and 19 more schools now 
applying for registration. As a result 
of the conference, and of the Minis 
try of Educatlon’s efforts to obtain 
the co-operation of the conference in 
modifying the curriculum and regula- 
Uons governing registration, many 
more schools will now quickly apply 
for registration, 

‘The conference was impressed with 
the activities of the National Health 
Administration, and with its plan 
for nation-wide health programmes, 
‘The delegates decided to co-operate 
even more with the Government in 
the wider opportunities now offered 
for carrying out public health work.

CHINA SUCCUMBING TO 
JAPANESE DRUG 


‘Heroin, Morphine Supplies 
Endangering World 


Sacramento, Cal, Oct. 4. 

‘The fact that China is succumbing 
to the spread of heroin and  mor- 
phine supplied from Japanese sour- 
ces is endangering the world, a 
Joint report made by Senators San- 
born Young ond Jack D. Metzger 
to the Senate Narcotic Committee 
sald to-day, 

“Japan, admittedly a dominant 
nation, is becoming the vietim of 
that Griental viee as well os its 
chief offender by forcing heroin and 
moiphine addiction upon all people 
in the Far East," said the report. 

‘Thus far it Is not Known whether 
Japan intends to abide by the 
limitations set forth in the existing 
treaties, the senators declared. 

“Reports show that — Jepanese 
colonies and a large part of northern 
China which Japan controls, have 
become the chief source of supply.” 

‘They suggested that more stringent 
control be maintained over California 
narcotics and a programme of 
“enlightening the people regarding 
Japan's present activities. Japan is 
aiding in the conquest of Asia by 
stimulating the production of an 
enormous surplus of oplum and opium 
derivatives everywhere," it was 
claimed.—United Press.

NAME OF RELIGION 


Revelations Made by Police 
‘on Japanese Cult 


Osaka, Oct. 11, 

Debauchery cloaked in sanctity 
was being widely committed by 
‘Tokuichl Miki, the founder and head 
of the Hito-no-Micht cult, and mem- 
bers of the hierarchy in his “churct 
police investigators revealed to-day. 

Indications were also given that 
‘Miki may be charged with lese- 
majeste and attempted treason in 
addition to rape. 

‘The lese majeste charge, officials 
intimated, will be made’ on the 
‘grounds that the indiscriminate use 
of amulets of the chrysanthemum 
and papulownia emblems, crests of 
the Imperial house, was disrepectful. 

‘The amulets were distributed to 
believers donating more than ¥.30 
‘and were contained in a box also 
‘embossed with a replica of the Im- 
perial erest. 

‘The charge of attempted treason, 
it was understood, will be based on 
evidence that Miki attempted to 
deity himself and to create a dynasty 
of Hito-no-michi “pontifis," his frst 
successor being his own son, 
‘Tokuchika. 


“Spirit Chamber” 

Startling revelations that Miki 
used the “Spirit Chamber.” the holy 
of holies of his cult, to debauch 
young girl believers serving him as 
“attendants,” were made by the 
police to-day on the basis of alleged 
confessions made by both the de- 
fendant and his vietims, 

More than ten young girls, the 
police sald, wore attacked by “Mik! 
while performing rites of “purifica- 
tion” and “inspiration.” ‘This latter 
ritual, which police ssid was “out 
rageously lascivious,” was designed 
to “remove the spiritual pains and 
clear the head” of the woman be- 
Hever submitting to it. 

The holy of holies was closely 
guarded, and even the _ highest 
“priests” were compelled to wash 
themselves thoroughly in cold water 
before entering it. 

Several of these “high prosts” 
were aware of Miki's practices and 
attempted to follow his example in 
Yarlous regional shrines, the police 
alleged. 


‘Sumptuous Bathrooms 

The discovery of sumptuously ap- 
pointed bath rooms in the various 
villas of tho “pontiff” where he pro- 
ceeded for “retreats” have led to the 
disclosure that they were also used 























for orgies, with Miki watching his 
Women “attendants” bathe while he 
was lying on a large couch, investi- 
gators said. 


‘The defence denies these allega- 
tions, believers in the cult pointing 
out that Miki was in a very weak 
state when arrested because he had 
“assumed the sins” of his followers. 
Under the Hito-no-Michi teachings. 
the pontiff could atone for the sins 
of other believers by tormenting him- 
self, 

‘The distribution of amulets has 
been stopped by court order pending 
further investigation, while the police 
have ordered the sealing of the “Spirit, 
Chamber.” The interlaced sun and 
moon insignia on the tomb of Miki's 
ancestors, apparently signifying that 
they were the originators of the 
human race, have also been ordered 
stricken off, 

Police investigations, it is under- 
stood, are proceeding along — three 
lines, namely, the morals, the flnanc- 
ing and the theory of the religion — 
Domei,

BRITISH SAILORS AS 
HEROES AT ICHANG 


Women and Children Carried 
‘Through Flaming Streets 


Ichang, Oct. 7. 
Blucjackets from the British river 
gunboat Gannet played an heroic 
part in a fire which devastated a 
large part of the city yesterday. ‘The 
conflagration, which raged for ‘many 
hours, razed to the ground hundreds 
of buildings over an area of more 
than a square mile, rendering thou- 
sands of people homeless, om. 

Many persons are feared to have 
perished in the fire, athough the 
‘exact number of casualties Is un- 
known. Many dead bodies, stiff 
‘and black, were found in the streets 
this morning. 

‘The flames, fanned by a fairly 
strong wind, spread with lightning 
rapidity, and, although British sailors 
and Chinese soldiers fought the blaze 
shoulder to shoulder, it was not until 
many hours later that they had the 
situation under control. 

Throughout the day, bluejackets 
could be scen rushing’ through the 
flaming streets, carrying women and 
children to safely. “ Once they had 
to break down a high wall in order 
to rescue several hundred children 
trapped in a school. The centre of 
the silk industry was badly affected 
by the fire, and the damage is feared 
to be very heavy. 

‘Tragic sights were witnessed in 
certain sections of the elty during 
the night, when sobbing women sat 
beside the ruins of their homes, while 
their chidren searched among. the 
debris for seraps of food—Reuter,

“EVIL DOCTRINES” 
IN JAPAN 


Absolute Extermination 
Proposed 


Tokyo, October 7. 

Absolute. extermination of quasi 
religions and heresies is proposed 
by the Japanese Education’ Depart 
ment and’ Home Office following 
revelations of the “evil doctrines" 
of the Hito-no-Michi and the 
Omotokyo. 

‘The G6-year-old founder and chiet 
priest of the Hito-no-Michi sect, 
which has over 600,000 followers, 
has been arrested on charges of 
assaulting young girls, 

Leaders of the wealthy Omotokyo 
‘Foundation of the Universe) sect, 
which had 3,000,000 followers, were 
sseswed last’ spring on charges of 
ese majeste. Over 400 temples and 
other bulldings belonging to the sect 
have been razed to the ground this 
year by the Japanese authorities, 

‘The Home OMice is instructing the 
police throughout the Empire to 
keep stricter watch over. various 
religious organizations, It also plans 
{o issue pamphlets to. educate’ the 
public concerning religious falths 
and organizations. 

‘There are said’ to be about 800 
“new” religious faiths preached In 
Japan besides the officially re~ 
cognized sects of Shinto, Buddhism 
and Christianity. About 60 per cent, 
of the so-called new religions. are 
based in some way or other on 
Shintoism, 

Both the Home Oflce and Educ 
tion Department are studying the 
causes of the appearance and 
popularity of such so-called religions, 
and up to the present have found 
that these are, mainly, the Inactivity 
of the orthodox religions, the unrest 
prevailing among the masses and the 
revival of religious thought. 

While the old religions are mostly 
inactive, the new participate in. 
activities which appeal to the public, 
and also preach immediate ond 
sometimes material benefits. 

It is also found that among the 
believers in the new religions, those 
to be classed as intellectuals are 
numerous.—Reuter,

‘work here with the good wishes of 
all who knew ‘him in former days. 
For some years the school has been

Rev. Worth’s Address on 
“Changing America”

Hangehow, Oct. 

‘The Hangchow community had 
pleasure of welcoming the Rev. C. W. 
Worth, and family, recently returned 
from the United States where they 
spent a profitable furlough. 

‘The Missionary Association's series 
of meetings was inaugurated by Mr. 
Worth delivering an address on 
impressions received during his holl- 
day in “Changing America.” 

Of the most sitiking improvement 
he noticed was the wonderful speod- 
Ing up in transport: and .with the 
acceleration of "speed there | was 
greater comfort, “better facilities, 
fogether with a” lower tarifl. The 
factor in spurring on the allway 
‘companies to greater eiciency was. 
the challenging competition put up 
by motor buses, By motor transit 
fone ‘can now travel from coast to 
coast for the small sum of US$35. 
‘The train service has so improved as 
fo bring the distance between New 
York and San Francisco within three 
days travel, while by air, the two 
points ore bridged in less than 24 
hours. ' 

In passing through the great heat 
belt, with a temperature ranging to 
110 "degrees, there 1s now not the 
slightest inconvenience. ‘The car 
rlages, with thelr double windows, 
‘are.’ practically dustproof, and 
throughout the journey cool fresh alr, 
washed, and in constant circulation, 
‘helps to make travel a comfort and 
a delight, Freight trains are almost 
as expeditious as passenger cars, and 
there is a cut in the rates of almost 
every Kind of service. 

In speaking of motor cars, it was 
interesting to hear that they speed 
along the roads at the rate of 80 miles 
fan hour. Mr. Worth mentioned how 
hhe had covered a distance, of about 
180 miles in two hours,

IN MANCHOUKUO 


Classification Into 22 
Categories 
Prone Oun Own Commrowerr 


Mukden, Sept. 28. 
To provide better state protection 
to key industries, to regulate the In- 
dustrial activities of the Empire and 
{o strengthen the Japan-Manchoukuo 
‘Economie Bloc is the announced pur- 
ose of a new Industrial Control Law 
Which it Is expected will be prom- 
ulgated around the beginning of the 
year. ‘The draft was considered at a 
‘conference held in Hsinking on Sept- 
‘ember 5, between representatives of 
th Kwantung Army, the Japanese 
Embassy, the Kwanting Bureau and 
the Manchoukuo Government. The 
draft approved by that conference is 
to be taken to Japan by Counsellor 
Shiina of the Department of Industry 
and Counsellor Mingbe.of the State 
Planning Department. ‘There it will 
be discussed with the Ministry’ of| 
Commerce and Industry and the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Forestry. 
‘When the economic programme for 
Manchoukuo was published, industries 
were divided into three main groups 
with about twenty classifcatiins in 
each group. Japanese capitalists 
found it extremely dimeult to distin 
gulsh between “Controlled” and 
“Free” industries, The draft law is 
j intended to furnish a clear-cut def 
{nition and thereby remove a serious 
obstacle to the flow of Japenese 
capital in to Manchoukuo, : 


‘Twenty-two Larger Groups 

‘Mining and Tumbering are already. 
under perfect State control and there- 
fore included in the list, of 22 in- 
dustries which are considered im- 
portant from the points of view of 
national defence and natlonal econo 
mics, according to the official press. 
Tt is further stated that the system 
of one corporation for one industry 


{will be the guiding principle of the 


new law In order that all the key in 
dusteles of the country may be 
developed under State control and 
proteetion and managed along unl~ 
form and rational lines. Priority is 
to be given to those corporations 
which are already in operation. 

‘The 22 industries affected are those 
concerned in the manufacture er pro- 
uetion of tobacco, sugar, soya bean- 
oll, four, matches, sawn lumber, salt, 
soda, artinial fertiizer, beer, alcohol 
mineral ils, cement, ‘oxygen, iron, 
steel and other metals, motor cars 
lecegoods, holsery, pulp and 

janized-iron sheois. 


‘Tobacco Situation 

‘The lst is perplexing. It starts 
with tobacco. ‘The Incorporation of 
the subsidaries of the B.A.T. Co. 
under the laws of Manchoukuo took 
place last month. The new  Man- 
churlan Tobacco Company has just 
‘completed it's new factory in the out- 
skirts of Hsinking. ‘The Toa Tobacco 
‘Company has greatly enlarged it's 
plant at Mukden. Messrs. I. Tsehurin 
& Co,, once the premler Russian trad. 
ing concern in North Manchuria ond 
now under British control, operate a 
elgarette factory, so the principle of 
fone company for each Important in- 
dustry would seem to be a long way 
from ‘realization in elgarettes. 

‘While the number of companies 
engaged in flour-milling, expressing 
bean-oil, and distilling is large, in 
‘addition there were cight cement 
mills, 36 lumber factories, sixteen 
match factories, €0 cotton mills large 
‘and small, and 702 hand weaving 
plants in only six centres, according 
to lists” published in 1904. ‘The 
‘method of application of the prin~ 
‘ciples announced to these industries 
{is not apparent.

Mr. King drew attention to the 
esses caused by smuggling in north 
China, which, he sald, was not only 
fan attack upon Chinese eredit but 
‘upon the legitimate trado of all 
countries, 


‘Tripastite Accord Welcomed 
‘The hope that the tripartite mone- 
tary agreement just concluded be- 
tween England France and the United 
States would be the frst step toward 
an casing of world economic prob- 
Jems, and that this would load to 
diminution of political tension was 
expressed by Mr. King, The new 
monetary agreement, he stated, has, 
to a large measure, ‘stabilized the 
principal ‘currencies ‘of the world. 

A decided improvement ‘in the 
world economic situation had mani 
fested itself in 1935-1096, ‘Mr, ‘King 
stated, pointing out that’ China had 
Donefiied largely in this general up- 
swing. He emphasized also that 
China’ would become an increasingly 
important market for all countries as 
this upward trend continued, 

‘Mr, ‘King presented an outline of| 
world economic 

peclal reference to China, ‘He re- 
called that, in November, 1935, China 
hhad interdicted the use ‘of sliver as 
‘@ means of payment and had made 
the use of bank notes obligatory in 
all transactions, 

‘The speaker stressed the collabora- 
tlon given to China at that time by 
certain countries, notably Great 
Britain and the United States, which, 
he said, had contributed to the success 
of the reform. The ald given by 
various banks, he added, had assured 
a metal coverage of 25 ‘per cent, for 
bills in circulation in China—Reuter 
‘and Havas.

TYPHOID EPIDEMIC 
IN JUKAO 


Filthy Habits Constitute 
Principal Causes 
‘Prose Ou Own Conmsroxomtt 


‘Jukao, Ku, Oct. 3. 

A sovere typhoid’ epidemic has 
broken out in this hsien along one 
of the main canals and highways of 
‘rae and several villages are. af- 
fected. ‘The sanitary conditions of the 
latter are deplorable. “Scores of open 
and, public Tatrines tter the canal 
bank. Early in the morning excreta 
4g found along the canal and on the 
streets before the beguar scavengers 
come to collect it and sell for a few 
‘coppers to the farmers, Dogs aboufd 
‘and each carries its filth. » Farmers 
‘come in with thelr vegetables “and 
lace them upon the "cobblestone 


‘upon the 
Cleanliness is utterly lacking. 

‘During the year heavy rains washed 
much of the fith from the villages 
info the canal, ‘The possibility of 
contamination, therefore, is not prob- 
Jematie, but might be expected. ‘The 
canal is the chiet water supply of 
‘the village and lnks up with smaller 
canals that provide water to the 
countryside, ‘The result undoubtedly 
hhas been that the whole area is 
polluted because of the water supply. 
Not infrequently clothes are washed 
in the same canal. 

For drinking purposes all water is 
dolled, but for washing dishes and 
vegetables it Is not. All vogetables 
fare washed by the farmers in the 
canal, and often just before they are 
‘offered for sale on the street are frst 
immersed in the canal, basket and all, 
and then carried to the market, In 
the village such vegetables are not 
thoroughly cooked or steamed, but 
mixed with a little water and oll, 
and in a green state aro eaten by the 
population. 


Eating Raw Turnips 
August is the time when fresh little 
tuimips are belng sold on the strects 
for raw consumption." The  JarKe 
turnip crop of Jukaohsien comes. in 
Celover, ‘But these early turnips are 
for eagerly by the population 
and thousands are consumed dally, 
Practically overy household eats raw 
turnips. ‘Turnip vendors sit by every 
school and can be found upon every 
crossing. These turnips are not only 
forced by night-soll, but just before 
selling they aro cleaned in canal 
water and are then eaten raw. Some 














peel them with thelr Anger nails, | of the 


other peel them with thelr teoth. In 
each case the turnip becomes a 
dangerous luxury. ‘The present 
epidemic dates back to the timo when 
this fresh turnip crop was put on the 
local market for consumption, and it 
is now rapidly spreading along this 
highway of travel—one of our main 
canals. 

In @ tour through the country by 
‘one of our local investigators, 1t was 
found that most of the families in 
certain neighbourhoods were affected. 
In some houses as many as three were 
down with typhold fever, 

Coftn-makers have a’ very prov 
table business, as the number of 
deaths in this epidemic is dally in- 
creasing. 

Electrlelty Becoming Popular 

‘The new clectrle lght plant near 
Nantungchow is slowly pushing ite 
current into surrounding towns, Tt 
hhas machinery large cnough for the 
four neighbouring hsions, it is sald, 
and is seeking to establish relation- 
ship with the electric light plants of 
neighbouring towns to supply current, 
at a flat rate to be retailed by them 
to the individual customers. ‘The 
Jukao plant Is slowly outgrowing its 
capacity. ‘The lights are becoming 
ddim owing to the heavy drain. To be 
linked up with the Tungehow large 
lant would be we'come to the Jukao 
citizens, as this would ensure better 
ight facilities and give day-power at 
‘the same time, 

‘Jukao has also a modern dairy in 
the making, Milk can be purchased 
hot ‘or ‘cold. The hot milk is 
delivered in thermos bottles, the cold 
jn milk jars sealed with corks, All 
the milk is pasteurized and the stables 
fare clean, The great variety of hot 
water bottles used docs not give a 
very sanitary effect when slung from 
the back of a carrier, although this 
‘method is undoubtedly one of the best 
that can bo used in a country where 
ce cannot be had.

‘The ort- 
‘ginal use of these shops has there- 
fore, been nullifled, since these 
coolies are unable to’ pay such high 
prices for the drugs; furthermore, the 
oficial opium-smoking shops are now 
no better than the opium. dens of 
the old order, He is to make it his 
special task, “he sald, to try and 
effect a drastic lowering of prices In 
an attempt to meet the needs of the 
poorer “class. of oplum-smoker: 
‘Meunwhile, Gen, Chiang Kal-shek's 
headquarters’ in ‘Chungking issued 
Instructions to the Provincial Govern- 
ment ordering it to ban the sale of 
anti-opium pills of any description 
throughout the whole of Szechuen.

MALARIA EPIDEMIC 
ROUND HOFEI 


Medicine Exhausted: More 
Got from Nanking 


Front Oun Own Commroxsexr 


Hofel, An, Oct 3. 
The city of Hofel and its surround- 
ing districts are in the grip of the | 
worst epidemic of malaria in recent j 
years, ‘That the disease is wide- 
Spread is evidenced by the fact that, 
when the local Christian Hospital 
exhausted its supply of atebrin, the 
speciile for the crescent or malignant 
type prevalent, it was found impos- 
sible to secure the medicine from 
Wuhu. so numerous were the cases 
being treated there with the same 
remedy, and it became necessary to 
send as far as Nanking. The medi- 
cine is given either by mouth or by 
hypodermic ond is almost 100 per 
cent. effective. Hypodermics of plas- 
moguinine are, also used. Compara- 
lively few, however, of the uneducated 
village people are acquainted either 
with the cause of the disease or 
with the proper method of cure. 

It is reported that In the rural dis- 
triets nine out of ten in many house- 
holds are suffering, which without 
Proper treatment proves in many 
‘cases fatal. The most popular me- 
thods of “cure” are purely supersti- 
tious. One wealthy elty family, 
whose head was a victim of the 
disease, engaged a troupe of Taoist 
priests who sat.on a ralsed platform 
In the middie of the street before 
the open doorway of the residence, 
‘and for three nights in succession 
burned incense, beat gongs, recited 
ineantations and performed grotesque 
dances for the alleged purpose of 
driving away the demons of malaria, 


Western Medicine Wins Out 


Fortunately the family at the same 
time employed “the services of a 
Western trained physician who ad- 
ministered the medicine necessary 
{o the patient's recovery. Tt is per- 
hhaps significant that the mosquitoes 
‘observed in the locality this season. 
are not only unusually numerous but 
almost fabulously large. The fact 
that mosquitoes carry "the disease 
from one person to another is, how- 
ever, not a part of the average 
citizen's store of knowledge. and the 
‘cause of the epidemic Is commonly 
fltributed to unfriendly spirits. 


In splte of prevailing disease 
throughout the countryside the Iunar 
eighth month festival was celebrated 
this year with great zest, Tt marked 
the end of a fairly abundant harvest, 
except for the districts to the north 
and west where water is scarce. On 
the evening of the full moon city 
streets were full of merrymaking by 
young and old. ‘The explosion of 
Inreerackers added to the galely of 
the atmosphere, myriads of straw 
torches blazed, ‘and everywhere deli- 
elous moon cakes were consumed. 

‘The local celebration of this the 
the Feast of the Moon reminds one 
in cortain respects of the eolebration 
of Hallowe'en in Western countries, 
There is the same spirit of frolic 
broad. Children enter thelr neigh 
Lours’ gurdens surreptitiously and 
carry away whatever vegetables they 
ean plunder. Torches are lighted In- 
‘lead of Jack-o'-lanterns, and are car- 
Hled about in the hope of preventing 
the prank players from working 100 
much havee.

Position of Germany 

Since Germany has concluded a 
trade agreement with this country we 
turn to the classified totals by coun- 
tries for evidence of the advantages 
of such a pact, In exports from here 
Germany ranks after Japan. and 
China and just ahead of Korea, but, 
{in imports has less than one per cent. 
of the total trade, far below America 
which ranks fourth in the list, who in 
turn would be surpassed by the 
British Empire, if Hongkong and 
India were grouped with Great 
Britain, ‘True Germany's totals for 
twelve ‘months have inereased more 
than 41 per cent. over her total for 
the year ending with July 1935, but 
imports from Germany in those totals 
showed a fall of over two millions 
in the year ending July 1936, a8 
compared with the preceding year. 
It is interesting to note that figures 
given in Germany for the exports to 
Manchoukuo are much less than the 
‘figures given here for the imports 
from Germany. 

Staggering figures under the head- 
ing “beans” produce but ttle thrill, 
though many would have to admit 
they did not know that black, 
yellow, green, white and other beans 
appear In the Usts. And had you 
heard that Manchoukuo shipped over 
‘a million dollars of paraffin wax a 
year? ‘The steadily mounting item of 
coal is well known, but $15,000,000 
worth of peanuts should not be over- 
Hooked, and if you had not heard of 
Perilla’ seed the fact that last year 
$14,000,000 worth of that source of 
‘pure olive oll” left these shores, last 
year, might be news. 

Despite vast foresis the value of 
lumber and timber shipped was only 
{$3,000,000 while $5,000,000 was the 
value put on the raw silk exported. 
Manchaukuo depends so_largely on 
Japan for textiles that“export of 
nearly four million dollars worth of 
cotton yarn in seven months is an 
unexpected item. 

‘Comparing Manchoukuo's purchases 
from abroad for a year with those 
for the year just before, we find that 
the United States sends here more 
furs than all other countries though 
trade has fallen off nearly one-third. 
China leads in amount of leaf tobacco 
‘with about $3,000,000 a year. Hong. 
kong and Netherlands india showed 
comforting inereases in thelr sugar 
‘sales. when Manchoukuo increased 
her demand for sweetening some 300 
per cent, though Japan's increase 
under this heading eclipsed all 
others, 

‘Australian Flour Decrease 


Australia’s flour shipments fell 
nearly $6,000,000 a year, but Japan's 
dropped from over $22,000,000 to 
ubout 0% millions, Machinery and 
tools was one of the few items 
showed a large decrease though Ger- 
many inereased her sales in these 
Uines over $1,000,000, while Great 
Britain’s sales’ remained unchanged

COMPULSORY EDUCATION 
IN CHINA 


‘The problem of universal education 
in China is discussed by Mr. ‘Tze 
hsiung Kuo, ina new issue of the 
Information Bulletin, which has just 
been published by the Counell” of 
International Affairs, Nanking. In 
reviewing the various stages of the 
introduction of compulsory education,

INCREASE OF RICE 
PRICE CHECKED 


Steps Taken by Authorities to 
Quieten Market 


‘As a result of ‘steps taken by the 
Burea of Social Affairs to prevent 
‘a further inerease in the price .of 
Flee, local cereal markets on Oct. 8 
Feported quieter trading than on 
the previous day, when a 27 per 
‘cent. Increase was recorded. 

‘Measures to cope with the situa- 
tion were decided on at a meeting 
convened by Mr. Pan Kung-chan, 
Commissioner of the Bureau of 
Social Affairs, and attended by 
representatives of local cereal dealers 
‘organizations on October 7. It was 
resolved that the Bureau’ instruct 
local rice dealers associations to 
order thelr members to refrain 
from inereasing the price of rice; 
that the Shanghai City Government 
be requested to prohibit the ex- 
Portation of cereals, and that the 
Bureau detail officials to take stock 
fof the rice in Shanghs 

For fear of manipulation by 
spectators, the Bureau also has de- 
tailed officials to the cereal markets 
to watch the trading, 

Chinese residents are reported to 
be hoarding supplies of rice and con- 
sequently an increase of 27 per cent. 
in price was registered on October 7. 
‘There are, altogether, 200,000 piculs 
of rice of various grades in stock, 
‘which will provide local Chinese with 
food for about twenty days, while the 
umber of rice-boats arriving here 
from Inland cities remains so far un 
changed, about sixty unloading on 
Average of 200 plouls of rice each per 
day. The increase in price is, there- 
fore, not duc to a shortage of supplies 
in Shanghai,

Blessing to AML 

“China being un agricultural coun 
try, fs solf-efMclent and self-sumMelent,” 
he ‘sald. Food stuffs, clothing ‘and 
necessities for life form the bulk of 
her national produce. Her’ trade 
with other countries is mostly con 
fined to these necessities. “It her eon- 
ception of a. peaceful elvilization 
could be developed and propagated 
without interference from the outside 
World, she could have beon able to 
xive to the world a civilization that 
Would be a blessing fo all and ménace 
to none. 

“As a manufacturer of weapons of 
war, her position is not only negligl- 
blo ‘but to all intents and practical 
Purposes non-oxisting. It Is true that 
she has been buying arms from other 
countries but this is forced upon her 
by circumstances. “She would have 
preferred not to buy If sho could 
help It, At any rate, in this respect, 
China “is not in ihe war-weapon 
trade, and therefore cannot. be a 
menace to peace.” . 

“On the contrary, China Is a 
potential market for world trade, She 
is capable of supplying raw materials 
to mect the needs of peaceful indus- 
try in practically all countries. 
Furthermore, she is a potentlal buyer 
of western products, Indeed she has 
proved to be an excellent customer 
to her eastern neighbours. It is within 
her power to help to solve many of 
the perplexing problems concerning 
depression and its associated labour 
troubles, which now confront the 
western’ world, As a source of raw 
material and as a market for finished 
products, the China fleld has just 
been touched, scarcely developed. 

“Permit me to emphasize, however, 
that before the full benefit of such @ 
market can be realised, peace and 
goodwill must prevail’ among the

“On the other hand, a well defended 
China is the strongest security to the 
Peace of the Far East, and the Far 
East is the key to world peace, A 
sense of security is a great stimulus 
to industry and commerce. Without 
tt, fear and hesitancy will prevail, 
‘hd stagnation and depression will 
recut Ths sense of security cannot 

secured and maintained, “when 
nations are arming to'the teeth, un- 
less China has an adequate national 
defence, It is only afte the security 
of China has been assured, not before, 
that peace in the Far East will be an 
‘accomplished fact, and that peace for 
the world will be in sight In my 
humble opinion, it wilt be impossible 
for China to feel secure until she is 
freed from outside interference. in 
advaneing her civilization and devel-

A.O.B.C, LIQUIDATOR 
ISSUES ACCOUNTS 


All Small Creditors Paid: 
Start with Others 


Dr. George Sellet, liquidator for 
the American-Oriental Bank, on Oct. 
7 issued a statement on ‘the fin- 
‘ances of the defunct company, which 
closed its doors on May 23, 1035, ‘The 
statement was presented to the 
United States Court for China, ‘The 
‘ist of it follows: 

When the bank closed, the cast on 
hand amounted to $13,338.49. in the 
Shanghai branch, and "$54,583.97 in 
the ‘Tientsin branch of the firm. ‘The 
book value of the assets of the firm 
Was $13,635,777.25, while the labilit- 
ies amounted to $2,840,001.08. ‘There 
Were 8,000 depositors with the bank, 
there being about 6600 in Shanghai 
‘and about 1,400 in Tientsin. Of these, 
about 2,500'in Shanghai and 600 in 
Tientsin’had accounts of $80 or less, 

On the books of the company were 
350 firms and individuals owing 
money to the bank on loans, over= 
drafts, acceptances, exchange con- 
tracts, bills purchased, bills and notes 
discounted, and other’ accounts. From 
Sssory notes from 200 firms and In- 
dividuals were also held on motor 
car, purchases, these notes being. 
pledged as security for loans. 

In October, the liquidator, then the 
Jole Mr. Frank Hough, paid off all 
‘the small accounts, those of $50 or 
Jess, ‘This entailed an expenditure 
of $38,930.28, and cleared off approxi- 
mately 37%4' per cent. of ‘the deposi- 
tors, leaving 5,300 other accounts yet 
to Be met, amounting to $7,550,479.70 
in Shanghai, and $1,582,672.08 in 
Tientsin. In’ December, 1935, and 
January, 1936, a first dividend was 
pald, amounting to 7% per cent, 
Fepresenting an expenditure of $572,- 
76085. In June, a second dividend 
was declared and paid, amountng to 
30"per cent, and involving an ex- 
penditure of $755,047.97. 

Collections “from debtors up to 
July amounted $1,710,069.10,  Disburs- 
‘ments, which included liquidation ex- 
enses and pay for remortgaged land, 
‘amounted to $163,89641. At the end

CHINA INCOME TAX IS: 
PRAISED 


Universality and Equality are 
Features of System 


‘The income tax is better than an 

taxation system in China, becatise {i 
|g more just, embraces the Important 
Drinciples of universality and equality, 
‘and affords the Central Government 
elasticity in the adjustment of rev- 
enue to mect requirements, said Dr. 
Pan Shu-lun, a public accountant, in 
4 speech at the X's Men's lunch meet 
Ing on October 6, 

Person, property, expenses, and 
products have been the object of 
taxation one after another, but none 
hhas been found satisfactory, Dr. Pan 
sald, For instance, in the frst item, 
it is unjust to tax’ moro heavily one: 
who has children, “One person may 
prove more useful and ‘earn more 
than two or three combined, and, on 
the other hand, the expenses of 
Diguer family are more than those of 
a smaller family, 

System In Settlement 

Again, there {9 no satistnetory 
asseesment of the value of property, 
‘There is also a Kind of intangible: 
property which cannot be taxed. For 
instance, the name of an old. and 
well-known firm, or goodwill,» {s| 
worth money, and may prove to be 
more valuable than the tangible 
property. Taxation in the Settlement 
fs Based on expenses, and thls again 
Js unjust, for a poor family may have 
to spend/all it earns and, on the other 
hhand, rich people may spend esx and. 
save more, Taxes levied on products 
‘are not universal, because they do 
not reach every one.. For instance, 
‘one who does not smoke or drink will 
‘not have to pay taxes on tobacco and 
wine, Salt, matches, and other daily 
necessities Ihave been taxed, ‘These 
levies are unfair, as poor people may 
Fequire more of these commodities 
than do the rich, 

‘Taxation in China is more or less 
based on products and is not a good 
system, in tho opinion of Dr, Pan. 
‘The Government needs more funds 
in times of emergency” and. its 
Feventies become precarious, ‘This 
will not be the case with the income 
tax, as it is more dependable and 
elastic, Also, the tax may be reduced 
when the country is prosperous and 
the Government is rich, 

Requirements of a Good Tax 

A good tax, according to Dr. Pan, 
‘must have universality, equality, elasti- 
city, and ease of management, A nation 
al tax is expected from every ellizen 
who is able to pay. In the presont 
taxation system, the distribution of 
‘burden is not in proportion to one's 
ability to pay, and many forms. of 
taxes do not reach everyone, ‘There 
should bo a fair ratio of taxes to be 
paid by poor and rich men, 

Dr. Pan briefly explained the forms 
of income, such as gross and nett, 
regular and irregular, earned “and 
unearned. In America,’ ho sald, over 
2,000 pages are required to explain 
which are taxable items, ‘The ta 
tion of nett income is just in theory, 
but in China the Government has 
no Information gf personal assets of 
affairs. and it is very diffcult to en- 
foree this system. It applies to pro- 
fessional men, however, beginning. 
January 1 next year, and it will {n- 
volve a good deal of accounting.

United States Asiatic Fleet, at a full 
ceremonial parade on ‘the "polo 
ground at the Race Course at ‘9.50 
tum. A seventh, Technical Sergeant 
Harry Watkins, was decorated for 
services rendered to the Haiti Gov- 
ernment, 

‘The weather could not have been 
kinder for the ceremony, which was 
witnessed by a large crowd. The 
bright sunlight gave the seene @ more 
clear-cut appearance than is usual 
‘when ical uniforms blend with sur- 
rounding colours. The American flag 
‘and the Regimental Colour added 
floshes of brilliance. “The parade 
formed up in open order facing Ad- 
miral Murfin, who was accompanied 
by Capt. W:B. Woodson, Chief of 
Staff of the US, Navy; Lient.

means of "communications by the 
construction of new highways and, 
railways, and the gradual unifeation| 
of the ‘country under the Central 
Government. All these, however, will 
depend in a great measure on future 
political events. Internally the coun 
ity ig enjoying peace, but hor rela- 
tions with Japan stand in urgent need 
‘of improvement, ‘The. situation is 
ominous, and is easing considerable | 
concern. Let us lope, with restraint 
‘and wise slatesmanship coupled with 
Soodwill, diMeullles will eventually

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CHINA AND JAPAN 
“War or Peace” 


To the Editor of the 
‘Nowt-Cumwa Dany News" 
‘Si—The threat of war on a large 
scale is growing between China and 
Japan, China's” continued Inter~ 
hnecine warfare and chaolie disunity 
invited Japanese encroachment. From 
Manchuria to Jehol, from Jehol 10 
Charhar and Hopeh, Japan's conquest 
of China has been’ progressing with 
alarming facility and at terrible pace. 
However, thanks to this very external 
aggression, China's leaders, seeing the 
imminent ‘danger to themsolves. and 
their country, begin to forget thelr 
ast grudges’ against one another 
‘and are now shaking hands in real 
earnest. The Chinese people, hitherto 
apathetic and self-centred, ‘are now 
showing signs of | unmistakable 
patriotic enthusiasm. ‘They’ 
Feadily to the call of military train- 
Ing for the defence of thelr country 
Jn times of emergency. They con 
tribute ‘freely to the purchase of 
‘aeroplanes to be presented to thelr 
‘great leader and "generalissimo oa 
the occasion of his 50th birthday. 
‘They are no longer’ bombastle and 
voelferous; but are, replacing words 
with actions in their determination 
to win for their country freedom and 
honour and glory. 

‘Japan's aggression has now reached 
a ‘point where her further advance 
will meet with China's" opposition. 
and grim opposition at that. Using 
the recent killing of Japanese citizens 
and bluejackets as a pretext, Japan 
fs said to be demanding of China the 
aulonomy of the northern provinces, 
the stationing of troops in the Yang- 
{ze “Valley, economic ¢o-operation 
‘with undefined terms and the censor- 
ing of Chinese textbooks to stamp out 
‘anti-Japanism, It is sald that against 
these demands trom Japan, the Chi- 
nese Government brought forth some 
counter-demands. Whatever these 
counter-demands or counter-require- 
ments may be, one ean see that Japan 
is not going to have everything as 
she pleases from now on. With 
tunity ‘among her leaders and with 
the support of the Chinese people, the 
Chinese Government is now eonselous 
of her own strength. She will fight 
@ defensive war against foreign en- 
eroachment if she is forced 10: do so! 

‘The Chinese people are most peace- 
loving in the world. It is our heart's 
desire to live at pesee with the world 
in general-and with our island neigh- 
bour in particular. In the face of 
Our neighbour's continued eneroachs 
‘ment, we have so far maintained our 
amfeable relations with her although 
with tears behind our eyes. But it 
ly clearly impossible for us to yield 
forever. The more we yield, the 
more our neighbour becomes insati- 
‘able. ‘This Is not the way to obtain 
peace, 

Pence for China is possible only if 
we put oursolves in a position to 
protect ourselves against foreign 
encroachment. We must be prepared 
to wage a war of defence if neces- 
sary, We cannot ayree to give up 
what Jupan hag snatched from us by 
the force of inight. ‘Hopeh, Charhar, 
Jehol and Manchuria: these are our 
provinces and the inhabitants living 
therein our brethren. “We eannot be- 
Heve that these brethren, of their 
own accord. have seceded or are 
woing to secede, from us. The so- 
called autonomy has rather been 
forced upon them against their will. 
‘Can we be so selfish and heartless as 
{o concur in Japan's demand for thei: 
‘subjection in order to obtain for our- 
selves a momentary respite from the 
force of pressure? 

1t is preposterous for Jupan to de- 
mand of China the stationing of 
troops in the Yangtze Valley. It is 
‘grossly unjust and unreasonabic. On 
the one hand, Japan forbids China to 
send military forces to Eastern Hopeh 
and to the environs of Shanghal, #l- 
though these are still acknowledged 
Chinese territory. On the other hand, 
Japan presumes to ask that her troops 
be sent to all strategie points in the 
‘Yangtze Valley. Japan's intention is 
clear. She will never rest until sho 
hhaz put the whole of China into her 
pocket. Must China submit without 
one determined struggle for her own 
Geliverange? 

China should be only too willing 
to vo-operate with Japan economic 
ally for mutual benelit.. And” then, 
Ching should blame herself more 
than Japan for the present state of 
affairs. ‘But for Japan's aggression 
the Chinese militarists might coneelv- 
ably be still fighting merrily thelr 
Perpetual war among themselves at 
the expense of the Chinese people. 
We must even be grateful to Japan 
for teaching us such an impressive 
lesson. Even now the Chinese people 
should not entertain any thoughts 
of Anti-Sapanism, far less teaching

let the boycott of Japanese goods 
stop; let the Japanese statesmen cease

in China and China's earnest desire 
for friendship. With God interven 
Ing, peace, everlasting peace, may yet 
be possible. But should Japan Insist

Jerusalem, Oct. 12. 
With the end of the Afsb general 
strike tobe called off to-day, in- 
habitants of the city yesterday floek- 
cd to places of worship, where 
special prayers of thanksgiving were 
tfered.”

‘The momentous decision to call off 
the strike was taken by the Higher 
Arab Committice on Saturday after

Medjaz and Nejé; Ibn Abdullah, 
Amir of ‘Transjordan; and King 
Ghazi of Iraq.

Liewt-Gen. Dill's Praise 

In a special order to the British 
forces in Palestine, Lt-Gen. J.G. Dill, 
says that the strike and armed re:

{3 almost entirely due to the resolute, 
‘energetic action of the three Services 
despite hampering, dimcult  circum- 
stances. The cordial co-operation, 
he proceeds, has enabled many 
severe blows to be inflicted upon the 
rebels and has made possible the 
‘maintenance of all essential services, 

After thanking the police for their 
‘co-operation, General Dill expresses 
the hope that the campaign of mur- 
der and banditry will now cease.

FISHER FOLK 
‘By Proresitavs 


Autumn time, with the cooler sun’ 
‘and the fresh, clean air with a| 
pleasant nip in it which accom- 
panies this season of the year takes 
‘one’s thoughts back to England, 
where even now trees sre spreading | 
a covering of russet brown over the 
ground, and the weather, which has 
been wintry enough all summer, is 
heralding the approach of the cold 
season, Autumn time In England 
is usually rather delightful. Just 
‘as in Shanghal, the weather is mild 
‘and the sun bright, although one 
never can tell what the next day 
will bring, so eccentric is the Eng- 
lish weather. From whatever part 
of the country the Shanghal Eng- 
lishman may’ come, his thoughts 
will surely turn fondly back to his 
home country in that delighttul 
perlod "twixt summer and winter 
which usually forms one of the 
pleasantest seasons of the year, 
‘Down in Sussex, in the old Cinque 
Port, Town of Hastings, which for 
hundreds of years has bred fisher- 
men, to gain but a mengre liveli- 
hood from the seas, the autumn 
scene will be the same as ever, The 
fishing flect, a long line of 
blackened hulls, will be drawn up 
on the’ beach, while the fishermen 
themselves will either be sitting on 
the decks mending nets, and re- 
pairing sails and ship's tackle, or in 
one of the ancient ale-houses which 
abound in their quarter of the town, 
‘They are a bluff, burly crowd of 
men, these Hastings. fishermen. 
‘They spring from historic stock, 
which for centuries have been living. 
in the same old Ashmarket in the 
eastern quarter of the town, well 
away from all the modern build~ 
ings, and consisting of narrow, cob- 
bled’ streets, rising gradually up 
from the sea, Old timbered cote 
tages, “pubs” which have been the 
favotirite resorts of the fisherfolk 
for generations, Norman churches, 
fone of which bears the name of 
‘Titus Oates on its register, and 
almost the last to survive in the 
whole of the British Isles, a line of 
old, ramshackle huts on the beach 
for the drying of fishing nets—these 
go to make up the Hastings fish- 
market 








Adjoining the drying-huts is the 
MWfeboat house, and peeping inside 
fone can catch a glimpse of the 
towering bulk of the lifeboat, whose 
crew have behind them a splendid 
record of lives snatched from the 
sea. ‘The Hastings fishing flect goes 
out on expeditions lasting over three 
or four days, and there is no telling 
when the mountainous seas for 
which this part of the coast is 
famous may not arise to endanger 
the lives of these hardy Asherfoll, 
One of the most inspiring sights it 
48 possible to see in a seacoast town 
is the launching of the lifeboat, 
especially at night. ‘fhe distress 
rocket flares up into the sky, and 
all at once an anxious crowd 
gathers around the — boathouse, 
Within a flash the lifeboat’s crew, 
clad in oilskins and_sou'westers, 
arrive bringing with them the two 
sturdy horses which are to pull the 
lifeboat down to the water's edge. 
Then, surrounded by men waving 
flares, the lifeboat comes crashing 
Out of the boathouse, with the 
harness chains making a deaf- 
ening noise, while the big 
wheels of the carriage to which 
it is attached thunder along the 
road, and add to the ear-splitting 
crescendo of sound which heralds 
the departure of the massive hull 
from its resting-place, 

Arrived on the beach, the doat is 
towed down to withia a few yards 
of the water's edge, and then slid 
off the carriage on to a runway of 
wooden boards. With the boat 
perched at a perilous angle on the 
steeply sloping shingle, the crew 
enter, and the coxswain takes up 
his position at the wheel, “Let her. 
go!” he roars, and the fishermen, 
hanging on to her sides release 
thelr hold. ‘The engine starts up 
with a. roar, the propeller whirls, 
madly around, and down the run- 
way lurches the boat, splashing into 
the stormy waters. ‘The night soon 
swallows her up, and all that can 








breakers on the shore. Now and! 
again, a distress signal can be seen 
faring into the sky from far out 
at sea. ‘The most dramatic moment, 
of course, is when a chugging sound 
can be heard througi the darkness, 
and the tossing bows of the lifeboat 
come slowly into view from out of 
the mist. The erowd on shore 
roars itself hoarse as the lifeboat is 
beached, and strong arms lift out 
the drenched figures who have 
missed death by hardly so much as 
the masthead to which, perhaps, 
they had been clinging until help 
arrived. Deliriously the crew, 
heroes for the hour, are thumped 
fon the back, as they step from the 
boat. Press cameras click, while 
reporters rush around trying to: get 
eye-witness stories from the. 
survivors. Such a scene is common 
enough at Hastings, but it is one 
that, seen by a stranger to the town, 
cannot be forgotten in a lifetime. 
‘Towering above the town, as if! 
callously oblivious to the hardships 
and dangers which the fishermen 
below count as part of their daily 
toil, there looms the ancient castle 
of Hastings, once an impregnable 
stronghold, now but a handful of 
crumbling ruins, For a small sum 
‘one may see the ancient dungeons 
which extend far into the steep hill 
fon which the castle is perched. 
Down and down they go, and, lit 
by a toreh carried by the guide, one 
may seo strange marks on the walls. 
‘They are, he says, the marks of 
hands and feet nailed to the wall, 
for many a prisoner was crucified 
here in the dark recesses of the: 
dungeon. Here and there at the 
side of the passage are diminutive 
cells, just large enough to hold a 
man. At night, the ruins are 
floodlit, and standing at the foot of 
the hill one may gaze up and see, 
‘amid the darkness, a crumbling 
tower and a massive wall, which 
are practically all that is left of the 
stronghold built soon after the 
Janding of William the Conqueror. 
It Is a treat to see the fsher-folk, 
accustomed to a life of unceasing 
labour, taking part in mass festi- 
vities such as the Jubilee Celebra- 
tions last year, While most folk 
were in bed with never a thought. 
Of the festivities to come, the 
Hastings fisher-folk were 1p as 
‘early as 430 am. and even at this 
‘early hour one solitary figure could 
be seen stretched out helpless in the 
fishmarket, All the morning, run- 
ning, walking, singing, eating, drink- 
ing ‘and other competitions were 
being held, while crowds surged 
around the market square and 
shouted themselves hoarse. ‘To the 
music of the “Winkle Club Band,” 
the vast assembly danced in the open 
street up to a late hour, and the 
next morning the streets were so 
thick with confetti, streamers and 
paper hats that one had to wade 
through a slough several inches 
deep. While staying in Eastbourne, 
not far from Hastings, with his Late 
Majesty King George V last year, 
the Queen paid a short visit to 
Hastings. Her visit had been 
awaited for a long time by the 
townspeople, and not least by the 
fisher-folk. ' Finally one sunny 
afternoon the familiar Daimler with 
the gold crown painted on its 
humber-plate could be seen coming 
slowly down one of.the main streets | 
of the town. The ear, to the jubila- 
tion of the fisher-folk, made straight 
for thelr quarter of the town. 
Stopping outside one of the main 
shops in the fishmarket, selling 
‘mostly fishing tackle ahd other ace 
‘cessories, the Queen got out, went 
Inside, and purchased a Sussex tru 
basket, chatting cheerily to the 
keeper of the shop. Her next visit 
was to one of the many antique 
shops in the cobbled streets of the 
fishmarket, and here she purchased 
fone or two articles to add to her 
collection. It is visits like this that 
breed in ‘the hearts of the fisher- 
folk, and all English people, that 
affection for the Royal Family 
which finds expression in the 
jubilant outpourings. of loyalty!

He lays 
his plans carefully. Concealing his 
lights in the manner of his quarry, 
he steams slowly along the coast 
about two miles from shore. Sud- 
denly “he sends his searchlight 
‘sweeping all along the fishing 
‘grounds, and sights a black object| 
which ‘is showing no lights. 
Observing that they have been 
caught, the crew of the poacher up 
anchor, and make off as quickly as 
they can.

so far there is nothing to substan- 
tiate the talk of shaded lights and 
muffled oars which hos surrounded 
the flats with an air of intrigue. 
‘The country around Hastings is 
rich in historical associations. A 
few miles away there rises Senlac 
Hill, the scene of the Battle of Hast~ 
ings, and on the crown of the hill 
there stands the ancient abbey. 
which William the Conqueror built 
as u token of thanksgiving for his 
victory in the battle. Standing on 
a terrace ih the abbey grounds, one | 
ean look down upon the actuat bat~ 
field, upon which was fought a 
conflict which proved to be a turn~ 
ing point in Britain's history. 
Battle Abboy, as it is called, was 
fone of the monasteries dissolved 
during the reign of Henry VII 
and Sussex folk still talk in 
whispers of the frightful curse 
which the abbot was supposed to 
have leid on the building when it 
was seized from the hands of the 
monks. Set amid the tall trees 
which surround the abbey, there 
stands a monument marking the 
spot where Harold is supposed to 
have fallen in the Battle of Hastings, 
stricken through the eye by a 
Norman arrow. Running through 
the woods not far from the abbey. 
is the ancient coach road to London, 
now no more than a woodland path, 
‘except that here and there one finds 
moss-grown milestones marking the 








distance by road from the eapital.|. 


So, in a town which itself bears 
the name of one of England's most 
important battles, the Hastings 
fisher-folk carry on their ancient 
trade, following in the footsteps of 
generations who have gone before. 
A likeable lot of men they are, but 
‘one has to know them before one 
can glimpse their better side, for 
they are shy with strangers. "They 
are, perhaps, among the best sailors 
in the whole of the British Isles, 
and, together with others of their 
kind, are an invaluable asset to the 


[British Navy in time of trouble. 


A large proportion of them are 
members of the Royal Naval 
Reserve, and as such saw service in 
mine sweepers and similar craft 
during the Great War. In many a 
home in the Hastings fishmarket 
there hangs a photograph of Alf or 
Bill in his navy uniform, whether 
he be a “Chief Skipper” or just a 
deck hand. A simple but pictur- 
esque community, they battle hard 
with the sea for existence while toil 
and hardship are all in the day's 
wor!

ing three-hour drive to Keizan over 
very rough and tortuous road fram 
Which we had our first glimpse of 
‘ur mountain objective. Keizan be- 
came our base of operations and afte= 
a certain amount of language diffieul- 
ty involving dictionary references, 
Pantomime and even a pencil sketch 
Of a horse, we procured two guides 
and two ponies, The elder of the 
Korean guides proved to be very us 
ful and was always able to see the 
humourous side of minor disasters. 
On the morning of September 4 
the litile cavaleade set forth into the 
unknown with a light heart and well 
primed with highly optimist (as it 
Proved) mileage data and weather 
forecasts by the local photograph 
Inially the path followed the tur- 
bbulent ‘Yalu River, whose well cul- 














ivated slopes (once heavily wooded 
with pine) made a very pleasing 
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‘shore of w mountain lake, We ex- 
perlenced a tense moment when we 
suddenly came upon a party of Ko- 
rean hunters, our guides concluding 
‘immediately that their last hour had 
jeome since the hunters certainly 
resembled the popular idea of ban- 
alts; incidentally it is apt to remark 
fut this polnt that during the whole 
‘rip the wildest things we saw were 
wild duck and one small snake, thus 
oxploding the “hunter's paradise” 
story. 


‘Mountain of Pumice Stone 


After almost 50 miles of practically 
unbroken forest we arrived on. the 
evening of the fourth day trom Kel- 
‘zan, on the desolate slopes of Hakuto- 
san, the Ever-White Mountain, 
name presumably derived trom’ tts 
coating of white pumice stones. At 
9800 ft, 1,700 ft. from the summit, 
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we rigged our tent to withstand the 
howling wind, and retired, hoping 
the morrow would give us good 
visibility at the summit. But when, 
dt 830 am, we reached the cairn 
marking the topmost point we were 
shrouded in clouds, and a driving 
fain with avery low temperature 
made our disappointment _ doubly 
neute. Nature relented somewhat, 
however, and in intervals of w few 
seconds ‘duration we » were granted 
tantalizing glimpses of a huge blue 
Jake at least 1,000 ft. down in Hakuto- 
sans erater. and of the almost super- 
natural looking crags with which the 
latter is ribbed. 

‘The return journey was made with- 
‘ut incident and was completed in 
three days including the ascent to 
the summit, which, by the way, is 
avery simple cllmb—In fact the only 
eal difieulty in\the trip Is the long 
ek of about 80 miles to the moun- 
laln proper, and even this would be 
easy if time were no object. 

‘Shortage of provisions created a 
strong urge to return quickly—in- 
deed, our last breakfast in camp con- 
slated of one slice of bread and but- 
ter each, taken with water. Includ- 
ing a S2mile stretch on the seventh 
day we averaged about 23 miles each 
‘day over all kinds of going, includ- 
ing the ups and downs of the Yalu 
(wall and forest swamps, ‘The uldes. 
who did not accompany us on the 
last day—so enabling us to move 
faster-rreached Kelzan at noon on 
the elghth: day, 

"The Japanese military having con~ 
structed a series of miniature forts 
long part of our route and as men= 
Honea before, we were challenged 
fat each one; the officers in charge 
‘were at palns to explain the dane 
of bandits to us but were courteous 
to a degree and helpful once we made 
Ht elear that we wore willing to take 
| tho risk. Much of the forest land 
we traversed was a reminiscent of 

Enallsh scenery and the discovery of 
wilt raspberries and bilberries in 
profusion helped the illusion. The 
Upper reaches of the Yalu are tur- 
bulent but all real falls have been 
removed to permit of timber float~ 
ing: the system of navigation and 
enatruction of the timber rafts ts 
fof groat interest to the layman and 
at one time we hoped to make port 
of the return trip by raft. 


Hyaroplane Journey

‘The reviewer has experienced ex- 
treme dimeulty In accurately assess- 
ing this book. Tt is an. unfortunate 
feet that when one learns that one’s 
‘own ‘nationality are thoroughly in= 
competent In colonization and in 
sanitation, one is, in spite of the 
consoling addenda’ to the effect that 
the French are selfish and indifferent, 
the Netherlanders arrogant ond ap: 
parently not too efficient, and greedily 
‘monoplizing quinine, and the Germans 
apparently not too safe at vaceination, 
inclined to do a little “debunking”, 
to use the Intest phrase, oneself, 

‘On the other hand, if one Ignores 
this Idlosynetasy of the author, this 
is fascinating and instructive book 
whlch should open the eyes of the 
layman to the romance of world 
public health and at the same time 
fglve him a travel-book both amusing- 
Jy written and approaching the sub- 
Jeet from an unusual angle. A keen 
observer and a man who has had the 
good fortune to have had. a more| 
varied life than mast can aspire to, 
the author throws a fresh light on 
a number of countries since he ap- 
roaches them from a rather special 
viewpoint and with a shrewd and 
whimsteal humour which, Brings the 
natives of the countries he visited 
clearly to the reader's vision. Hence, 
notwithstanding occasional bursts of 
‘what may be spite, the reviewer hopes 
that this review will not put the general 
reader off what will be a most ex: 
cellent bit of reading. “After all, 
even though the reviewer may think 
the account of the removal of plague 
from Manila can be described as 
romantic in more than one sense, 
since no allowance is made for the 
natural repercussion on an island of 
‘measures at the source of the disease, 
nor is any account taken of the faci 
that plague has also vanished in towns 
where radical measures were not as 
feasible, os Shanghal, for example, 
this does not concern the general 
vender, He can read of a well- 
organized campaign and can ap- 
preclate the decisive style of the 
author, “But when Hongkong Is 
described in the ‘eighties as sprea 
ing plague because its controllers 
Were more interested in trade than 
in fuldiling their duties to the world, 
‘one is inclined to suggest a reasonable 
attitude would be not to view Hon 
Kong's doftlencies trom the stan 
Point of fifty years later, but to con: 
sider whether commercial explolta- 
tion did at the same time produce 
river pollution and typhold in certain 
countries very much more able to 
control it, ‘The fact that the only big 
epidemic directly aseribed to “eye 
wash” and that. “buy of sani- 
arians, incorrect statisties of work 
done, occurred in,the administration 
‘organized by the” author might, s0 
the eynleal would assume, have pro- 
duced a kindlier attitude towards the 
minor deficiencies of others. 


Shanghai Waterworks 

It is all very well to blame subor- 
dinates, but when other administra 
tions were a little doubtful of sub- 
ordinates their doubts were regarded 
fs reactionary. “In fact, possibly for 
the reason that the author spent so 
much of his time as a travelling 
adviser, he scems to give sfight eredit 
to others.” An amusing instance of 
this is his remark that in a visit to 
the International Sottlement of 
Shanghai (some time in 1912/14) he 
held certain conversations as a result 
of which waterworks and sewerage 
systems were established! He is "not 
sure, however, whether this was a 
direct result”, and one would imagine 
that the ‘Shanghai | Waterworks 
(established 1880) will also have some 
doubts on the subject. As to sewage, 
the Tiealth OMleer of the time may 
havo had his doubts of the advis- 
ability of pumping erude sewage into 
the sea, an out-of-date practice whieh 
4s desetibed in the book as causing a 
minor epidemic of cholera in Manito, 
Henee, the sewage problem of Shang- 
hai awaited the ‘invention of » the 
present convenient system in 1914) 
fand Jts adaptation to Shanghai's needs 
by ‘Sir Gilbert Fowler. Other 
methods might have been possible bu 
it is extremely improbable (with land 
values as they are) that they would 
have been feasible on account of thelr 
expense. Casual conversations thus 
hhad little oF no effect on the solution. 
However, if one avoids noting the 
isparagement of others, _ perhaps 
natural in a crusader, one’ can learn 
of ‘a very full and ‘interesting life 
spent in a very useful endeavour in 
more parts of the world than the 
average person has ever heard of, 
let atone visited. 

Starting off with a remarkable ad- 
venture at the age of 16, during 
which adventure the author dis- 
played a, dispassionate sclentifle In- 
Terest which few could attain to, and 
Passing through various temporary 
employments, he eventually graduated 
































(one might almost say gravitated) into 
medicine. It is singular to note how 
hhe almost accidentally commenced his 
lfe-work by wandering more oF less 
casually into the naval examination 
halls, more with the intention of find~ 
ing out how far he had progressed in 
hls studies, than with the-intention of 
Joining the service, 

‘After a short interlude spent as an 
Immigration Medical Onicer, during 
which he managed to cram in an 
fdventure, withthe Camorra, and 
visit to Egypt, the author 
to Manila. Here the foundation of 
2 powerful health service was laid 
down, and fascinating chapters deal 
with this, and the rapld increase in 
general cleanliness wrought by his 
pioneering. 


Health Campaigns 


When, however, one gets away 
from the author's prejudices, one gets 
‘n excellent account of health cam= 
algns against cholera, plague, yaws, 
smallpox, etc. which’ are so” well 
written, they are a pleasure to read, 
even for those to whom many—but 
by ‘no means all—the methods are 
Part.of a dull routine, ‘To those not 
equainted with the human side of 
‘such campaigns they should be ex- 
cellent reading, and to those who are 
there are nota few novel notions 
which can with advantage. be copied. 
‘The habits of the Phillppine rat seem 
somewhat different to. those else- 
where, as a stroll through most clties 
would reveal numerous dead rats and 
rather abolish the idea that rats die 
In some’ seeret spot in the same way 
that elephants are supposed to do 
in the average traveller's tale, ‘The 
type of ferret which tackled rats ap- 
parently in the open and came to the 
of its trainer was the sort which 
it was the reviewer's boyhood ambi- 
lon (never realized) to own. If the 
relative ‘size of the animals is con 
sidered it will be fairly obvious why 
fs notorious that a ferret will not 
fackle a large rat at bay, hence is 
mainly used to bolt rats for dogs etc. 
fo kill. “Again, the existence of 
cholera carriers, Le. healthy carrier 
was denied at the Paris conference 
hence the eflescy of stool examina: 
tions, especially when done by mass 
production. methods and. without 
‘cultural verification, is not normally 
regarded ns as useful a step for the 
control of epidemics as suggested. In 
fact, the ordinary bacteriologist, ac- 
‘customed to the isolation of cholera 
in patients suffering from the disease 
‘and in which vibrios cannot be seen 
on direct examination, always feels 
4 certain astonishment’ when reading 
of {ts discovery in healthy persons 
by what must be microscopic ex- 
amination checked at the most by 
G-hour culture. Stil, doubtless pre 
ions of this sort result in a more 
retul study of the passerigers and 
a'delay which is helpful in prevent- 
ion of medical examination 
ick. 

Rat-proofing is well dealt with, but 
the statement that the Leviathan’ was 
the frst rat-proofed ship is a little 
surprising when one remembers the 
hospital ship Maine in the South 
‘African War (1900). One wonders 
also whether the medical officer In 
Palestine, who was by implication a

TEN YEARS’ FLYING

This is a book written by one of 
the ploneers in gliding and_light- 
aeroplane flying in Great Britain, 
covering a period of ten years from 
1922. Those were the cara 
lucky days of aviation when, despit 
the great progress seen during the 
War, many people still refused to 
fake fying seriously, especially in 
the case ‘of the light - aeroplan 
Forced landings were common. A 
pilot would disappear from view 
behind some trees. After a discreet 
interval, without any fuse or sur- 
prise, someone would get a car out 
and drive off to tow the ‘plane back 
by road. Mr. Leeming, during these 
ten years, had many adventures. He 
landed on the summit of a moun- 
tain, descended onto a main road 
‘and'“taxied” up to a petrol station 
for more fuel, and flew upside down 
with a broken belt.” A" touch of 
pride here and there might be par- 
doned; fortunately, however, no ex- 
‘cuses need be made, for Mr. Leeming 
Js able to. deseribe these incidents 
‘without any air of bravado, or, worss 
still, false modesty.

ORANGE BASKETS 


‘This sweot is light, nourishing, and 
much liked when children come to 
tea, Cut four large oranges in halves 
and squeeze out the juice, then strain. 
it. Put it into a saucopan with a 
dessorispoonful of lemon julce and 
half an ounce of powdered gelatine, 
and dissolve over a low heat without 
boiling.
